No |>ersoa shall expose in any street, shop, baxar or any 
public place any clothing, bedding or other article which has been in 
contact with a patient or shall cause or suffer such articles to be carried 
in any public conveyance, but nothing in this regulation shall apply 
to a person who transmits with projfMtr precautions against sprcaaing 
the disease any such article for the purpose of having the same 
disinfected. 

19B. No person shall carry or permit to l>e curried in a public 
conveyance the dead lx»dy of any person who has died of cholera without 
the previous written permission of the District Health Officer or 
Sanitary ln.spector, and without taking jiroper precautions against 
spreading the said disease.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The BUI has been introduced with a view to rationalise the Hcttieiuent oi h:.heties 
on the basis of fair and equitable rent and stabilise the fish industry which forms a 
vital part of the economic structure of the province. If the Bill pusses into law, 
it will benefit the proprietors as well as the catchers. The proprietors will r*-«-eive 
regular and stable reiit^. while the catchers will be saved from illegal and unjust 
impositions. Besides the destruction of fish, price will !«• greath minimised on 
account of longer settlement. In short, the abject poverty of fishermen due to 
various extortions and um-ertainties of profes.sion will disupp-ar on account of fixity 
of rent, settlement for longer number of years and reduction of int^-rcst ou urrear 
rents. ,So far as* (ioverninent fisheries are concerned, the fishermen will, after the 
expiry of existing settlement, have the tree right of fishery, and il will be cconomi- 
eally beneficial both to the catchers ami the consumers. It will also encourage 
co-operative efforts among the fishermen and will go a long way to improve their hard 
lot. 

ihe present Bill has been drafted on the model of the Bill introduced in 19^17 by 
Mr. Narendranath Das Gupta, ii.L..i., and that of the Bill introduced in If^ by 
Moulavi Abdul I^Aitif Biswas, with certain additions and modifications as have 

been thought necessuiy for promoting and safeguarding the interests of ht>n4 jjrfe 

fiehennett.

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tTATEMENT OF OUEGTS AND REASONS. 

Public religiouB endowments have from time immemorial been ctonsidered as sacred insti¬ 
tutions, and their control and nmnagement have always lii«n zealously guarded. But in British 
India since the advent of British rule, Mahanla, S/uhailfi or other individuals who were, for 
the being, placed in charge of the public ondowmeiit projjorties, begun exercising full 
individual control over them. With the lapse of time things have gone from Iwd to worse with 
onr religious endowments and institutions. Tim results have b^n widespread miMus(^ mis¬ 
appropriation and mismanagement of the endownnuits contrary to the wishes of the creators 
thereof. Not unoften disputes and disturbamres over the pro|s}rtie.s have occurred culminating 
in prolor^ed and ruinous litigation, and serious bn^aches of the peace have also Ixsen reported 
in some instances. As a peep into the procooding.s will r«-voul. attemj>t8 were often made in 
the old Legislative Councils to bring al>out an all-India lugl.slation to thi.s effect but wilhout any 
success. But things should not te allowed to gf> on in that way, especially when popular 
Government has assumed the administration of th<- j»rf»vinco and progressive legislation is being 
enacted to get rid of some <tf the old legislations anil irrcirtilar practice:- and institut ions. It is. 
therefore, high time that vagaries, wantonnoss and irregularities of the unscrupulous Mahants, 
ShehaiU and priests should be checked and the udntinistration of puhli*- charititw and trusts 
should be regularized. In this provinc<« the value of thes<! public trusts aijfl charities numlxirijuf 
several thousands will be w'orth a few crores with an annual grrws iiicfjnm of a crore. if not more. 

The proposed Bill does nothing more than make an attempt to re.-<tricl and control tlie 
wilful mishandling <»f the Hitubi public endowments. It iul-c*rfercs in no way with the rclijrious 
rites, coreinopies and other functions «>f the (•harit.'il>le in.stitutioiis or with tlie faith and creed 
of the Mtthaniit, S’h/haitjf uml priests. 

The means jtro|K»sed in this Bill to .secure this end is the estahlishmerit with certain defined 
|K»wers of a Central ikiard, with (Vunmittees .subordinate thendo. in the districts and subdivi¬ 
sions Hi’cording to rc^quirenients, the entire co.st of all of whii h to Ik* met hy levring a small 
eontriluition from tht^ religious endowments aiul institutions, the scale varring as eireumstanws 
may require. 

The President of the Board will alway.- Ik* such a person as will command respect and 
olKKlietH*e, lieing a weH-exjierient!ed man havini: great faith in Hindu religkm. He will excrei.se 
sii<*h i^Kiwers and [lerfomi sui h <lnties as may Ik* ih*li*ga1cd t<< him Ity tlu* Central Board. The 
other HMunl»ers of the B«>anl will Iw nomina1«sl or elei-tcd fmm the Hindu community only. 

The Boanl shall <lo all things rea.*«onahie and nec«*ss,irv to ensure that religious institution*: 
and endowments and its suiK’rintcndem*** are pn>}K*rly m.tint.titasl. controlltvi and adininistertii. 
It shall also si'ltle s«*heines for the projsT a lmitu>tration of thi* religious endowuneui' .-nul 
iiistitiitions. To prevent ami reinwly any ini.su.-:«* of the jhi\\<*r of the Board, iuterest^sl fs-rsous, 
who may Is* diasatishtH.! witli the deeision of the Board, may institut<* a suit in a eomjvteut 
Civil Court for setting aside or tmKlifying the selienie. This pr«.>vi>iou will therefore adequately 
safeguard their rights.

24-Parganas. —No. 5731*.H.—8th April 1941.—Whereas the 
Governor is satisfied that the Sadar and Diamond liarlmur subdivisiotis 
of the 24-l*arjfana8 district are threatened with an outbreak of cholera: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by section 2A, 
read with sub-section (!) of section 2 of the Ejpidemic Diseases Act, 
1897 (^Act III of 1897), the Governor of Denjral is pleased to prescribe 
the following temporary regulations for the prevention and control of 
cholera, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and 
surveillance of persons suffering from, or suspected of being infected 
with, cholera in the said subdivisions for a period of three months:— 

Temporary rogulations for the prevention and oontroi of eholora. 

1. In these regulations, unless there is ani'thing repugnant in the 
subject or context: — 

(а) “District Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the 

district appointed by the District Board under sub-section 
(3) of section 91 of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act 
of 1885 (Bengal Act 111 of 1885); 

(б) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed 

by the District Board under sub-section (3) of section 91 of 
the Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885; 

(c) “Board” means a District Board constituted under the Bengal 

Local Self-Government Art of 1885; 

(d) “Union Board” means a Union Board constituted under the 

Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal Act V 
of 1919)-; 

(e) “suspected cholera” means any disease accompanied by vomit¬ 

ing and diarrhoea; 

(/) “patient” means a person suffering from or suspected to be 
suffering from cholera; 

(i^) “medical practitioner” mcuii'i any person pructisioig the 
medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, 
whether as owners or occupiers of that laml, such persons shall be held 
jointly and severally liable for carrying out any measure ordered in a 
notice under these regulations, and the names of any one or more of 
such joint-holders may be entered upon sucii notice at the discretion 
of the District Health Officer and the District Health Officer shall not 
be bound to enter the names of all the joint-holders in the notice. 

Notices. 

3. If in any case the District Health Officer considers that the 
issue of a notice under these regulations is likely to lead to such an 
amount of delay as might facilitate the spread' of cholera he may 
forthwith take such steps as he may think fit for carrying out the work, 
and shall thereafter, as soon as possible, is.sue a notice on the person 
concerned stating the reason why such work has been carried out. 
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4. If any measure which the District Health Officer has, by a 
notice issued under these regulations, required to be carried out, be not 
carried out to his satisfaction within the time stated in the notice the 
District Health Officer shall be entitled to carry out the measure. 

Costs and compensation. 

6. (7) All expenses incurred in carrying out any work in pur¬ 
suance of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the 
Board except in any case where the order directs a person to carry out 
any work in relation to property in his pussessiou, in which case the 
expenses shall be paid by that person: 

Provided that where the conditions, which led the District Health 
Officer to pass such an order, are not attributable to any act or default 
of the persons in possession of the property, the Board may pay to such 
person the whole or a part of the expenses incurred by him in carrying 
out the order. 

{2) The Board may recover all expenses incurred by the District 
Health Officer in carrying out the measure under regulation 4 from 
the person or persons t«> whom the notice was originally issued. 

(>. The Board shall pay adequate compeiisutiun to any person who 
has sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done 
uiolcr these regolatioiis ; 

Prt»vidcd that ni» person shull receive an_\ conipeii-ation lor uny- 
ihiug done or suffered under these regulations, if he has failed to carry 
out an order issued under these regulation.^ within the time specified 
in the order and to the satisfaction of the District Health Officer. 

Location of diso oao . 

7. When a case of cholera or suspected cholera occurs in a house, 
the nearest male relative in attendance uxMin the patient, or in the 
absence nf any such relative the occupier of the hou.se, or if the occu¬ 
pier 1 h* the patient, some male inmah* of the house shall, within twenty- 
four hiiurs of the onset of the disease, give information regarding the 
occurrence of such case either personally or in writing or by mean.s of 
the chaukidar or other village watchman to the nearest Sauitary 
Inspector. 

8. (7) If iiiforniatiou has not already been given under regula¬ 
tion 7, the medical practitioner called in to attend upon any ca.se of 
cholera shall forthwith give notice of the case by special mess»-nger to 
the nearest Sanitary Inspector and hv post to the District Health 
Officer and the cost of suen messenger m each case shall he ilefrayed by 
the Board. 

(2) The doctor-in-ebarge of a hospital or a di.spensary within the 
district shall forthwith give notice of any case of cholera brought to 
such hospital or dispensary for treatment to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector by a special mesMnger and to the District Health Officer by 
post and the cost of such messenger in each case shall be defrayed by 
the Board. 

9. Presidents of Union Boards in union hoard areas and thaua 
officers in non-union ^ard areas shall supply to the District Health 
Offi^r such periodical returns of cases of cholera as he niay from time 
to time call upon them to furnish. 
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10. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary InsMctor may 
examine any person who is, or su8i)ected to be, sufi'ering from cholera 
or who, in his opinion, may be infected with or likely to spread 
cholera. 


Isolation of pationts and ovaouation of housaa, oto. 

11. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector con¬ 
siders that the isolation of any patient i.s a precaution necessary for 
the protection of the neighibouring j)opulation, he shall order the patient 
to ouserve isolation and may order the nearest relative in attendance 
on the patient, or the occupier of the house in which the patient is 
staying, to arrange for the isolation of tlie patient in such a luaiiuer 
and for such a time as may be ap]>roved b}' tiie District Health Officer 
or the Sanitary Inspector. 

He shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless 
it is in his opinion impossibi* to make proi>er arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 

12. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Ii>Npector may order 
that any person, who has in his ojunion bivn exposed to infection from 
cholera, shall take .such drug>< in such quaiitii u-s as may l>e specified 
by the District Health Officer or Sanitary In.spector or shall submit 
himself to anti-cholera inoculation within a time to be sjiecified in the 
order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 11 without the permi.s.siou of the District Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

14. The Board shall provide free of charge suitable place.s, with 
l•eces.sa^y attendants, medicine, diet and other neceiisaries for persons 
isolated under regulation 11: 'Provided that a private individual may 
provide places certified by the District Health Officer as being lit for 
the purpose of such isolation. 

15. No jterson. who is or has been .suffering from cholera, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the District Health ftfficer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission 
to do so. 

16. The Di.strict Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may retjuire 
an 3 ' person to allow to be carried out by such agency and within such 
time as may be specified in the order, such measures for tlie disinfection 
or evacuation of any premises in the occupation of such person or for 
the disinfection or destruction of any of his jiersonal effects, as the said 
(dficer or inspector may consider necessary. 

J6A. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Tnsftector authorised 
l»y the District Health Officer in writing in that behalf may during 
tlie prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any Imzar, 
shop or other public place shall remain closed for such time as may 
appear to him to be necessanr ftnd may forbid the holding of any fair, 
mela or other gathering to which people from several villages commonly 
or periodically resort. ■ 

17. The District Health Officer or a .Sanitary Inspector may direct 
the owner or occupier of any premises to cause t«> In* inoculated with 
anti-cholera vaccine within a time to W specified in the onler any 
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person residing on such premises and under the control of such owner 
or occupier if the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that such person has been exposed to infection from cholera. 

18. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may foriiid 
any person who has been a patient or wlio has, to his knowledge, been 
in contact with a patient, to act as vendor of anj article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 

18A. No pereon shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance a patient except in the case where a patient is carrieo with 
proper precautions to a hospital.

WhereavS it is expedient further to amend the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, 1885, within the territories under the adminis*

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

—^The opinion that real benefit ean only be bestowed upon the 
tillers of the soil of Bengal by extending their rights not only in the political field but 
in the economic sphere us well is ^adually gaining ground. There is no denying 
of it that chronic economic incapacity of the cultivators is responsible for the fact 
that the lands are rapidly passing away from their hands and that the cultivators 
are gradually turning into so many landless agricultural labourers. It has bec;ome 
obvious that the last general amendment of the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1885 made 
in 1937 has failed to solve the major economic problems of the tenants and there has 
been a persistent demand for further amendment of the Act for the extension of the 
rights of the cultivators and for the removal of disabilities from which still they 
have been suffering. It is with these objects in view that amendments to certain 
sections of the Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885, and certain additions of sections to the 
.\ct have been proposed in this Bill. 

Ciflll86S 2 mid 3. Ibe difference between the. amount of reveuue paid by the 
semindars and the amount of rent paid by the tenants is becoming dav by day inequitous 
and oppressive. The existing rate of rent cannot but be considered excessively 
disproportionate when compared witli the revenue paid by the zemindars. This is 
one of the causes of the crushing indebtedness of raiynU. General economic conditions 
of the country also demand that the enhancement of rent should be stopped and the 
rent of the tenant should be reduced to the level of their economic capacity. Hence, 
it has lieen proposed in the Bill to repeal sections 27 to 37 to stoji enhancement of 
rent of occupancy holding and to insert new section 37A to reduce the rent of occupancy 
tenants bv proposing a more equitous method.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The purpose of the Bill is to do uwuy with iiomiiiution in local bodies and also 
to extend the franchise to include all adult persous within the area under the control 
of a local body. 

The reasons for such amendment are obvious. One of the purposes of local 
self-government is to associate the people in the administration of their own affairs 
aud thus traisithem in methods of Government, domination cuts across the principle 
of representation, aud the system us it now ol)laiiis leads to the anomalous position 
in which a person in spite of the opposition of the majority of elected members in the 
local body may be, and often is, elected Chairman of the di.strict Imard or President 
of union board, with the help of the nominated members. This encourages ambitious 
aud designing persons to court the favour of local oibcials in order to secure their 
position, instead of attempting to win the coutidem-e of their electorate through useful 
and hard w<irk. 

With regard to the extension of francltise, it is generally admitted that the 
representation should be as wide us possible. Another innovation is the enfranchise¬ 
ment of women. Female franchise has been given in municipalities ui.d in the matter 
of election to the legislatures and it is anomalous therebire that they should remain 
unfram^hised in the matter of local board elections. In these days of emancipation 
of women w'hen the womenfolk of the country are taking part in higher spheres of 
piditical activities, it is meet and proper that women should also have their say in 
the administration of local bodies. 

The ri’peul of section dGA intends to do away with the provision for abolition of 
local boards. Local boards in bigger distrii'ts serve their useful purjmses and in the 
outlying •subdivisions give facilities to hwal men of influence in jiarticipatiug in the 
admini.stration of small public Imdies. ProvisiouN lor abolition of local Iniards may 
give a handle to some district board members to throttle the aspiration of many 
iiiHiiential men in outlying areas. Besides, the district board will find it difficult 
to muintuin an uniformity in the administration of a wider urea wdieu work will be 
multiplied by having to take over the work hitherto done by local boards.

Wheukas it is necessary to compel the proprietors and 
other classes of landlords in permanently-settled areas to 
oonduot themselves with moderation towards their non- 
agrioultural tenants;

2. “Non-agricultural tenant” means any person holding 
land as tenant for non-agricultural pur|x>seH whether for 
homestead, shop, godown or factory or for any purposes 
except for agriculture and horticulture immediately or 
mediately under a proprietor. 

3. Notwithstanding any contract between parties or 
anything in the Transfer of Property Act, 1882, non-agri- jy 
cultural tenant shall* not lie liable U) ejectment except for isg2. 
naing the land in such a manner as to lower its value substan¬ 
tially : 

Provided that a non-agricultural tenant not liable to 
ejectment aircording to the terms of contract lietween parties 
or in accordainn w'ith the provisions of any law for the time 
being in force, shall not lie liable to ejectment by virtue of 
this section : 

Provided further that exwipt as provided by paragraph 1 
of this section, no suit for ejectmtmt shall lie for any land 
purchased or otherwise tiansforred before the cominenoo- 
ment of this .4ct. 

4. Notwithstanding any contract between the parties 
or any law for the time being in force or any custom to the 
contrary the non-agricultural ienant shall have the right to 
erect any pucca structures an<l. to plant and out down trees 
in his tenancy.

5. Notwithstanding anything in a contract or any custom 
to the contrary the rent of a non-agricultural tenant’s holding 
shall not be liable to enhancement except under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act. 

6. The rent of a non-agricultural tenant's holding unless 
definitely settled as mokarari or fixed in perjiotuity, shall 
be liable to enhancement or reduction according to the follow* 
ing principles:— 

(a) The maximum amount of rent of a non-i^ricuitural 
tenant’s holding after enhancement shall not 
exceed, by more than 50 per cent, the average 
prevailing rate of rent payable fur the agricultural 
land comprised in the estate or movga in which 
the non-agricultural tenancy is situate.

(6) When the existing tent is found to be more or less 
than the amount provided in sub-section (a) of 
this section it shaU be reduced or enhanc^, os 
the case may be, to an amount as provided by 
that sub-section. 

(c) If the rent is once enhanced or reduced it shall not be 
revised again except in the case of increase or 
reduction in the area of the tenancy.

Notwithstanding any contract to the contrary between 
the parties, in the case of a compulsory acquisition of the 
land of a non-agricultural tenant’s holding imder the Land 
Acquisition Act, the compettsation money shall be appor¬ 
tioned to such tenant under the onlinary law for apportioning 
the compensation as if the contract did not exist. 
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STATEMENT OF OMEOT8 AND REASONS. 

Bengal Tenancy Laws were enacted from time to time for protecting the agricultural 
raiyaia but unfortunately nothing has so far been done to give any protection to the non-agri- 
cultural tenants who also owing to tlieir very helplewi condition requii-e as much protection as 
the agricultural rmytUs. In the absence of any law, landlords of non-agriculturaJ areas in 
permanently-settled estates, treat them as tenants-at-will and mercilessly squeeze out money 
from such tenants and the purchasers. The present Bill has been brought to give such tenants 
protection from eviction and arbitrary enhancement of rent. Provision has also been made 
for free transferability of such tenancies in all cases and for equitable rate of rent.

for the prevention of brothels in fairs (melas). 

Whekeas it is expedient to prevent brothels in fairs 
or melas ; it is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. {!) This Act may be called the Bengal Prevention of 
Brothels in Fairs {Melos) Act, 1940. 

{2) It extends to the whole of Bengal Presidency except 
the Calcutta Corporation.

over the mda, either wholly or in part. 


3. No owner or any such jterson, mentioned in section 2, 
shall let, lejiso or otherwise dispose of, any portion of the 
mela land or any land within a radius of half a mile of the 
said land, to any person fi»r brothels or for carrying on prosti¬ 
tution during the period of the fair {mela). 

4. When any Magistrate in whose jurisdiction the fair 
{mela) aits receives information either written or oral that 
any house or hut is being us«*d as a brothel or u place for the 
purpose of prostitution in the land described in section 3, 
he shall by written «.>rdei- summon the owner or such other 
person, mentiont'd in section 2. to appear before him and direct 
such owner or such other j>erson to diat^ontinue such use of 
the land immediately.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Doubts have been raised by some ulama regarding the legality and validity according to 
the strict Shariat Law, of taxing the Wakf Estates against the intention and interest of the 
original founders (Wakifs) under the Bengal Wakf Act, i034, but at the same time for the proper 
management of the Wakf Estates some sort of supervision and control over the Mutwallis is 
necessary on account of their mismanagement and misappropriation in some cases and funds 
are required for that purpose. Thec^ funds may be obtained from some portions of the obliga¬ 
tory alms (Sadaqat-i-Wajibah) which are at present much misused and as the Provincial Legis¬ 
lature is not competent to tax the money inoume of the Miitwalli’s sha.re of the Wakf Estates, 
the Federal Grovemment should be approached to delegate to the Provincial Legislature the 
authority to tax 10 per cent, of this net income of the Mutwallis out of their shares of the Wakf 
Estates ; and pending that the Local Government should make up the deficiency, if any. 

Furthermore, as Wakfs, Mosques, 2<akats, Fitras, the prices of the hides of Kiu'bani and 
all other obligatory alms (Sadaqa-i-Wajibah) are akin matters appertaining to Muslim f'ommu- 
nity alone and are governed by the Shariat Law, so all these should bo administered under the 
same Act and by the same department with minimum cost and maximum efficiency. 

Therefore, in order to make the Bengal Wakf Act, 1934, all comprehensive it is proposed to 
amend it by additions and modifications.

Moreover, many landlords took advantage of the delay 
in the establishment of Debt Settlement Boards and <"iu.sed many holdings to be sold 
for arrears of rent before the establishment of tin* afon-said Ihainls. This has brought 
untold misery among the cultivators of this vast agricultural Pn»vinee where they 
are living from generation tr> generation. As a general cry has alriiudj'^ been raisetl 
amonst the agriculturists for the restoration of the.se auction purcha.sed lands to the 
former tenants, these auction purchased lands slumld !»<• rcsbtred to the former 
tenants for the interest of public order and traiu|uillil,\ in the country as has been 
done in Bihar. The Bill ha.s been drafted almost on the lines of the Bihar Act which 
was passed in 19HS. The primnpal feature of this Bill is that it has made provision 
for such restoration on condition of rejiayment by the rnii/nt* of a considerable 
portion of landlords’ decretal demands on instalmenls spread over a period of five 
years. Other provisions are more or less consequential.

iVfter having obtained proper training in the non-recognised medical institutiuurt 
of llengal, medical practitioners of Bombay, tiu* United Provinces, the Punjab and 
Burma, otu., have been given the privilege of registration long ago, either by ainond- 
ment of the Acts of the respective provinces or by Government notification. In 
Bengal nothing in this direction has been done up ti» date. These practitioners ot 
Bengal have therefore formed themselves into a corporate body under the name and 
style of the “Indian Medical Union’’ and have been making representations whicli 
should not be altogether ignored. The union has been publishing an English medical 
monthly, via., Indian Medical Keview as its organ. Useful original articles and 
reports of cases have been contributed by this «roup of medical practitioners. 'I he 
redress sought for may be given by a simple ameudiuent of the Bengal iledic.al i. 
and it is the object of the presenl Bill to make this amendment. 

Mauj- of them have been thrown out of cmjdoymeul from hospitals, lea garden.s. 
ships, steamers, etc. They are deburred irum granting certificates of illness, ami 
handicap]>ed in many other ways. These difiii uhies iucreused when il-e Poisons .Vet 
fAcl XII of 1919) came into force and prohibited them from proi-cjiug for tlici; 
patitiuts the requisite drugs included in the schedule ol pui.sons. The Goveru.’i;..nt 
made a transitory provision by approving the diploma or certificali* of some mcoical 
institutions and arranged for an e.vamiuation of these doctors by tin; Stale Jl» uical 
Pacuh V. Tliis provision was in fon^e only for tw»» years from the passing oi the 
Beiigsu Medical Act, 1914. The time was too sla)rt for the majority \\!i< v.cie 
practising abroad or were in the remotest villages ol the jirovince to avail tiieiii'.ives 
of the conce.ssion, and moreover a good many did not even get the uet.es.sarv inloima- 
tion within the period. As .soon as the iransiloiy jtcriod ceased, they askeil Inr 
extension of the period by a resolution in the Legislative (.'ouncil in wLiili it was 
rejeeted at the opposition of the Government. Such people are now on the Ifriith d 
starvation. Many of them have outgrown the age at which a change oi uviMatimi ir; 
po^sil>le, and, for obvious reason, a fresh examination also is out of question, i ,ie 
ori.poseii proviso {a) of the Bill is inteuded to meet the cause of these peojile. 

I tie Medical Act (Act VJ) of 1914, while restraining the registration ol medic al 
prac'titioiiers did not restrict the continuation of non-recognised medical institutions. 
The case of those who have obtained proper training in non-iecogiii.'-<‘d medical 
iii'.iitutions since 1914 stands on a similar footing. Several unregistered doclors. 
wlio had received their training in such institutions, are now serving in tea gaici.ui-. 
I’oal mines, etc.; and they have been highly spoken of by their superior icc.li.ai 
uHicers, Indian and European. Some of tliese non-recognised institutiems have >inM- 
bec-n rec'ognised; Imt the students who completed their course' of education thei«*in 
and beg'an to practise before such recognition, have been left in the lurch. Me 
therefore, find good doctors trained at the same institutions, one set of whom—the 
oldc'r and more experieitc'ed set—are unqualified for want of registration, while 
another set ore qualified by registration. Under these circumstances it is but lair 
and e(]uituhle that such students should be given at least one chaiiee of being 
(|nalitied. There are many non-rc'cognised medical institutions still producing mc'dical 

i iractitioners who should l»e allow"d to apja-ar ai the Final 'Licentiate Exainination. 

By the in.sertion td' clause i.o; in the 
section t?. ail the existing non-recognised medical institutions will seek for reeegnition 
and thus will prevent further production of the unregistered doctors.

In paragraph 18 of tlie Fifth Schedule 
of the Act it is enacted tliat the term of office of a member of the 
Jjegislative Council shall be nine years, but that ijrovision has to be 
made upon the first /Hmstitution of the Council by the Governor in 
his tliscrelion by curtailing tlie office of some of the members then 
chosen, for securing that as nearly ns may be one-third of the meinbers 
of each t-lass shall i-etire in every third year thereafter. .Such provision 
was lAule by notification No. 10145A.lt., dated the 2nd December, 1906 
(.Bengal Legislative Manual, V^duine 11. page 260), and the results 
of that provision were published in notification No. 67411.1)., dated 
the 26th May, 1907 (i/m/., page 264). Accordingly, the i»etitioiieT, 
who was elected a member on the first constitution of the Council in 
1907, retired abuig with eight others, ami the election now in question 
was hel«l to fill those nine seats thus rendered vacant. The law 
appli«‘ahle to the election is mainly tc* be found in Part VI of the 
Bengal Legislative thmncil Electoral ((’<»nduct «»f Elections) Buies, 
1906. These rules will be referred to hereinafter as the Conduct of 
Eiet'tiou liules. 

The petitioner was himself a «luly nominated candidate, and he 
has made the remaining 44 notiiinatcd candidates respontieuts iit his 
petition, as he is re«iuired «h> under rule 28 ot the Bengal Legislative 
Asseiid)ly and the Bengal Jii'gislative (^luucil Ele«‘t.oral (Electi<ui 
Expenses and Ehadion IN'titions) Itulcs, 1906, sim-e he has claimed 
a de«-laration that he himself has Inaui <luly elected. The above rules 
will be referred t(» her**inafter as the I'ih'ction lN*titi«»us Buh*s. The 
first nine rc*spondents an the «-andidates who wctc tleclared duly elected; 
eight id’ these obtaimal ih<> (piota <d 26 votes which was found to la* 
necessary on the cah-ulation madi> niulei the approptiute rules. 'I'ln* 
contest finally lay, (hiring tht' counting, lietweeii tlie petitioner ami 
respondent No. 1, Babu niul\adhoiie Boy. the latter eventually 
obtaining 16 votes, while the jietilioner I'eiadved 14 votes, and 17 voles 
were found lii be uon-trunsferable. 'llo' total electorati* consists id 
thi! 266 members td' flu* J/cgislalivc .4,sseinbl\. It may be noted here 
that as thri'e id the.se were abs<>nt from the election, 247 vote;, were 
cast, tine paper wa.s rejetded and the 21(t valiil papers were thus 
distributed finally in the count in batches of 26 to each ot eight 
ciiiididates, }>lus 16 to Babu Amulyadhonc Bo\ , 14 to the piditioiier, 
and 17 reiikuiiicd untransferred. 

The petitioner .stat(‘S*in his jietition as finally amended that in the 
Assembly there an* several iKiities, the Coalition 1,'arty bidng the 
party in power, the oth<*rs being tiie I'airopcau Group, the (!ongies-. 
Party, the Krishak I’roja Part\ , and the Indcpiutdent Sdieduh'd Caste 
J'urty. lie alh-ges that the (6.aliliou P.nty and tin- Ihiidpean Group 
pooled their vfding strength together ami •.i l.''led si.\ candidates, 
iiaimdy. Sir B. P. Singh Bon, .'sir riiomas i.ainb, .Mr. .Ahul t^iiuscin. 
Khan Bahadur ,Saiyed M uaxxamnddin flo>sain, Mr. ilamidul llaq 
<'hoNN'dhury and .Mr. ilaluhni Bahaman. In accordance with this a 
iiiamlate was puhlisiied in the j.r. on the inorning id the idi-ct ion 
over the name ot the Child Mini>t»‘r notifying nieioheis to n-eord their 
prid'ereiiees in ui-eordama* willi this list and in tlie order named. He 
further uUeg«‘.s that at a iiieeting^ on th(> Ist .March, when lht> t!oalition 
Party finally d«*cidi‘il on the aforcsiiid list of names, il was ahso decided 
that lest some of tin* memhers ot the juuIn might he iiudiiied to r«*i*oril 
. thio'r pr«derem-es dilfen-ntly from tlie oider laid down, the Ministers, 
whijis, and trusted inemhers of the party would look into atid supervise 
the ballot papers so tliat fbiuc. might be no bidrayul. He alleges 
that in juirsuance of this plan the Ministers and whips arluall> Went 
round uiiioiigst the iiieiuher,s wliile they wen- recording their NidVs and 
ii.sed their influeiie«* and e.xerciseil pressnie on <*erlrfiri nmiiiluu's. in 
Aniie.xure B he gives partieiilars of such exercise id' infiuciice in 
pnrugraphs !(</) uml 1(6), ami in a further Aiim>xiire C he defines with 
lefereiice to the jirovisions id' the Government of India (Provineial 
Elections) (Corrujit Practices and Election Petitions) Order, 
(hereinafter referred to as the Corrnjd, I’ractices Order), the prtieise 
nature of the corrupt practices he alleges to have been coiiiinitted in 
fespect of each of the returned eamlidales. 

In paragraph ;i of Anne.vure B he gives particulars of an instance 
in which a Mr. Salim is ullegtul to have iimiuly influenced the voting 
of Mr. Mufixnddin Chowdliury, and similarly defines it with reference 
to the pi-ovisi 'ps of the above iiieiit ioiiei] order. In paragraph 2 of 
Annexure B he'sets forth the particulars of the issue of the umiidate 
by Hie Chief Minister apparently to suiiporl a contention that tliia 
itself constituted a large nutiilier of iti.Htatice.s in which undue influence 
bad been exercised thus rendering the election not a free election. 
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The petitioner further alleffes that I,he rules requiring that the 
election shall be held by secret ballot, and that votes should be recorded 
in u screened place were not strictly noi' in spirit enforced, but tliat 
members recorded their preferences in full view of all others wilhout 
going into any screened place, and siihinils (ha( the result of ihe elec¬ 
tion has been materially affected by Hie vadaliou of the rule of secrecy. 

The petition contains further iilleguHons in regard to breaches of 
the rules, especially rules 72, 7d and 7>S of tlie Conduct of Election 
Rules. 

The petitioner claims that the election of cardi of the nine returneil 
candidates shall he void on the (lommissioneis expressing an opinion 
in his favour on each of the* four grounds laid down In sub-i»aragra]»h 
1 of paragraph 7 of the Corrupt I'raclices and Election I'etition-. Order, 
He has also claimerl under sult-iiaragraidi (2^ of paragraph 
of that Order a declaration that he hiinst lf Ims been duly elccied. 

The corrupt practices which he alleges in paragraphs l(o; arid 1(h) 
of Aniiexure If, read with jiaragraphs 1 and 2 of Annexure C and in 
paragra]>h .‘1 of Annexure If are various cases of undue inHiK-nci!. 

Ill resjiect of the returned candidates. Sir H. 1*. Singh Uov, Sir 
Thoinsis liaiiib, Mr. Abul lluuseni, Khan Itahadur Saiyed Muazzanluddin 
Hossuin and Mr. Hamidul llaij Chowdhury, being the first five out of 
the six named in the mandate, the jietiliouer in effect jdeads that 
cornijit ]iructices of which he has given ]»arficulars amounted to cases 
of undue induence committed by the candidates or their agents or bv 
other persons with their cojiuivauce as defined in jinragrajili 2 of J*arl I 
of the First Schedule of the Order, and that sindi eorrnpt jiracticos were 
committed iii tlie interest of those reiurnerl candidate.s. He therefore 
in effect jirnys us .so to liold under jiaragrajdi 7(/i {In of the Order, in 
which ea.sp the elections ol these eandidales will Ik* x-oid. 

In res]ieel ot the remaining four returned candidates, as the jietitioner 
does not allege that they were in any way coneerned with the plan of 
the Coalition Parly, he ]deads that the acts ahove relerreil (o are “acts 
.spp<*i(ied in Part I of this (First > Schedule, wlieii done by a person who 
is not a eaiididate or his ag<*iil oi a person aetiiig with the coniiivanee 
ol a eamlidale or his agent'', in other words, that they are eorrnpt 
pruetiees under paragniph I nt Part 11 of the First Si hediile of the 
Order. He pleads that the resiill ol the election ol each has Iiccii 
matciially affected l»y the corrupt practicos so defined, ami acooidijiglv 
pra\s that the Ctiiiimissioucrs shall so report under jiaragraph 7i/)(<n 
of tin* Order, thus rendering the election of them* eandiilales also void. 

Tlie petitioner has also jdeaded in resp<*et of the five returjM><l can- 
didates who were nominees of the Coalition I’aity in the mamlale that 
the corrupt practices of which particulars were given iti panigrajdts 
I(fi) ami \{h) of Aiiiiexure H were jiractitcs us defined in paragrapli 1 
of Part 11 of the First Sehi'diile. in other woi<!'. he has hoth jtlcaded 
that Hie acts were doue hy or with the coniMvancc ot ihe camlidatc and 
also that fliev were done by ofliers and witli(Hil their cniinivaio e. willi- 
out clearly sliowiiig (hat if is a jdea in the altcrnati\c. Moreover he 
lifts failed to add the further plea in respoci oi these candidates that 
Hie result of Hie eleelion was materially ailected l>v these ]u'aefiees 
and has thus not strictly’ made Hie iieei's.sarv plea to foiiiul a claim 
iiuder paragraph 7(/) («) of the Hrder. In the view we take of fhe 
facts the point is of no importance. 

The petitioner founds a claim under paragrajih 7(/) (r) of the 
Corrupt Practices Order on the ground that itie result of the election 
lias heeu materially affected hy Ihe irregularities in the eoiiduet thereof, 
by bre.a(‘.hes of riiU*.s 72, 7»I and 78 of the Conduct of Election Hules. 
anil in particular by Hie violation of the lule ol secrecy. 

He founds a claim under paragrapli 7( / i (</1 of the Corrupt Practices 
Order on Hie ground that the election was not a fr<*e election owing to 
the large number of cases in which undue inlluence had bwii exercised. 
In the petition this claim is ba.sed on the pl. adings a.s to the issue of 
the mandate and issue 8 was framed a< l oniingly. In fhe course of 
arguments some attempt was made to support it also hy reference to 
alleged iustaiices of exercise of undue iiiHiienee, as to which evidence 
had been allowed to be given ns showing Hie exact nature of the pro¬ 
ceedings in the Assembly Hall at the time oi the challenged election.

All the returned caiididutes, who were reepondents Nos. 1 to 9, 
have appeared hy advocates and tiled written statements. Respondents 
No. 13 Syed. Alial Ho.s8ttin Azisur liahainan, No. 18 Bai Bahadiir 
Dr. Hareiidra Nath No. 39 Khan Bahadur Sarafuddin Ahmed, 

and No. 43 Maulvi Wahiduzzaiuan also tiled written statements 
supporting the petitioner and all except No. 39 gave evidence for him. 

Tlie main oontest has been by Sir B. P. Singh Iloy and Sir Thomas 
Lamb; and to a lesser extent by Mr. Hamidul Ilai^. For the candidates 
who were, not nominees of the Coalition Party, the main contestant was 
Mr. Birendra Kisliore Hay Chowdliiiry. 

In bis written statement Sir B. P. Singli Iloy denies all the material 
allegations of the petitioner, in particular that tliere was any pre¬ 
concerted plan to .secure open voting, lie denies that the rules were not 
enforced or that the members reconled their preferences in full view of 
the other members. Sir Thomas Lamb denies that any corrupt practice 
was committed in liis interest, and with regard to moat of the allega¬ 
tions of fai't states tliat he has no knowledge of them and does not 
admit them; if any of tlie iucidenis took place what was done was done 
without liis knowledge and consent; he denies that any of them mate¬ 
rially aft'ected the result of the ele»'tion. Mr. Hainidul Hmi Chow- 
dhury and Mr. Abul (^uusem make similar denials of all the allegations. 
Khan Bahadur Suiyed Miiuzzamuddin llossain admits that some of the 
voters, without in any way lieing influenced by him or his agents, 
showed their ballot pajn-- to each other at the time of the election; 
he states that he has no knowledge of and does not admit the other 
allegations, and denies that anything was done in his iuUirest or with 
his connivance. Mr. Kamini Kumar Dutt claims that he was a (candi¬ 
date selected by tlu‘ All India J'arliamentury Sub-Coinmittee of the 
(’ongress tind was a nominee (d that l'art\. that he was ele(^U*d by first 
prcterence vtdes onl.v. and he deiiit's there were any irregularities. 
Mr. Birendra Kishore Hay (’haudhury claims that he was a nominee of 
the Congress Party, elect(“(l by more than hi." (luota (d' first, pnderences, 
and he deniiis that there were any irregularities in the election. Mr. 
Altat Ali claims tlmt he was a nominee (d the Krishuk Proja Party, 
denies that there was any irit*guliirity or that the result of tin* electitm 
was materially affected by such. Balm .Vmnlyadhone Hoy claims that 
he was the nominee of the ('ongi(*ss Party and the Indepeiuhmt Sche¬ 
duled (Uiste Parly, and f(»r the re.-l his petition is in similar terms to 
that of Mr. Altai' AH. It is unnecessury to say more in regard to the 
written statements filed by the remaining r(*spondents which supimrf 
the ])etitioner. 

it is conveniimt to note here that Sir Thomas Lamb, Mr. Kamini 
Kuiiiar Dutt, Mr. Hamidul lla(| Cliowdhnry. Khan Bahadur Saiyed 
Mnazzamuddin llossain. and the ]>ctitioncr were retiring m(‘mb('rs of 
the Council, while Sir B. P. Singh Boy was a member (d the As.sembly, 
and hence a veder, as was also Mr. Birendra Kishore Hay Chowdhtuy.

We jiroeeed now to discuss the is.siu*s. 

I8SII6 No. 1. —Mr. S. M. Hose ap|K*nring foi Sir H I*. Singh Roy 
and Mr. ('lough appearing for Sir 'riioma.s Ijamb raisi*d tin* point that 
the pleadings W€*r(* ilelei'tive. though it was n*'' pi(*s.sed very strongly 
by tliem. M'his is true to some extent, and the ileie'-l has lit*en imlieateil 
above in setting out the term.s of the petition. I'lte jK'tition is a lather 
clumsy doeuimMit, and though some imiirovi'inent was made at the 
jireliminary stages di'feets still remain. I’lnTe wa- eoiisiilt*rable diffi¬ 
culty in dialling with the petition as there were cross coiiHicts amongst 
the respondents themselves. A petition ot ihis natiiTi* challenging a 
joint election by single transferable vote apj'cars lo have no ]irecedent ; 
the unknown natun* of the countiy being explored r(*ndered the lawyers 
of the resjiomlents jiei-uliarly nervous in iiccc]Ming nnanimoiisly any 
jiarticular changes. From what has already been said it will be seen 
that the pleading as to coiiiiivaiiee ot the eamlidates who were nomine«‘s 
of (he Coalition Rarty is only to be found in the reterence in Aniiexures 
B and C. giving particulars of corrupt praetiee, to paragraph 2 ot Part 

I of the First Seliedule of the t >rd<*r, thongli then* ate taets pleaded 
in the petition t,o support sueh a plemliiig'. Again the jileading that 
the rorriipt praetiees under paragraph 2 ol Part I were in the interests 
of the raiididates wliieh is iieeessarv to support a elaim under paragraph 
7 (/) (ft) ot the Corrupt Praetimxs Order is given in the annexure of 
pHriicuiars of the corrupt prncfiees. and not in the petition itself, us it 
should be. Siuiiliarly tlie pleading that the result ot tin* eleetiou was 
materially affected by* the corrupt praetiees under ]iarngraph 1 of l*art 

II of the Order is given in the aniiexures of partienlars and not in the 
l>etitioti. Also, as noted above, there is n l■om])lete failure to plead 
ibis latter point in res]iecl. of the eorrnjit praetiees under Part 11 alleged 
against the CoHliiion nominees. However, the interested re.spondents 
vrere in no doubt tluit conuivance was ebarged, and as to the evidenee 
^hich was supposed to support that idiarge. am! they duly' dealt with 
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it in oross-examiuatiou. They were not misled by the other technical 
errors of pleading*, and in view of the circumstances adverted to we 
do not think great strictness in the matter is to be insisted on. T!ie 
petition canncjt fail on these preliniintiry grounds and the answers to 
the first issue are in the afiiniiative in each case. 

Issue Ho. 4. —The allegations in paragraph 11 of the petition were 
based on a misunder-standing. This was cleare<l up when Aiiani 
Ilandhu Chutterjee (P. W. 10) was e.\innined. The Returning Ollicer 
Avus Mr. Ali Afzal, Secretary «)f the Rengul Legislative Assembly, but 
this w’itness and another assistant were api>ointed under rule 57 (2) of 
tlie (''onduct of Election Rules to perform, subject to his control, all 
the functions of the Returning Officer. After the voting was over in 
the As.sembly Hall, the boxes were sealed and then renuived umler 
the personal supervision t)f these officers up to the tea-rotmi in the same 
building for the jiurpose of counting. During the necessary peritsls 
when the ]>roceedings of the countijig Avere susj>ended, one or <)tber «>f 
the assistants remained in charge of the puj>crs, that is to say, the 
papers were always in charge of a Returning Officer. This is.sue was 
accordingly not at all pressed. The ansAver to this issue is in the 
negatiA’e. 

It will be c^iiiA'enient at this stage to mention an<l disp«»se «jf one 
irregularity AA'hich was admittedly committetl by the Returning Offi(‘er 
In paragraph 12 of the petition the petitioner reserA-ed the right t«i 
amend the petition in regard to the ]»roct>ediiigs as to counting on his 
obtaining papers. At tin* end of argnments attention Avas drawn to 
what appeared from the counting sheet to b<* an oliA’icuis mistake in the, 
method of counting the A'otes. The ( oinniissitoiers sent for Mr. Af /.a 1, 
and opened the j>acket containing the bjilloi jtapers. After exainiining 
the rules, and con.sidering the counting sheet, Mr. Afzal agreed that ai 
mistake had been made in respecd of the "Urplns vot**s of Mr. Rirendra 
Kishore Kay Chowdhury. .Vt the first count Sir R. 1' Singh lbi.\ 
obtained Rll) first preferences, Mr. liatuidul Haq t'howdhury had I, 
and Mr. Birendra Kishore Ra.v Clmwdhurv had 2t!. In accordance with 
the rules the surplus of Sir H. I*. Singh R<j.\ was first tleall with, then 
that of Sir Thomas Lamb ((dttuined Ity transfer from Sir B. 1*. Singh 
Roy), then that of Mr. Abul (juusetn, then that of Khan Bahadur 
Muuzzumud<b» ITo.ssain. This wtis correct in accordance with rule T.'s’ 
(o) (c.) of the ('onduct of.Klection Rules Avhich retiuires that the lurgest 
surplus shall first be dealt with. By the last transfer, ‘Jti votes went 
to Mr. Hamidul Haq, muking 27 vote's in all, so that he hud a surpluo 
of 2 oA’er the ipiotu of 25. At first the Returning Otficer iinule a mistake 
as the c«)UTiting sheet .sh«)ws, and as he admits, when he began in error 
next to eliminate the candidates at the bottom of tin’ poll who hati 
.secured by then in) votes. He realist'd this mistake, and went back to 
deal with the siiiqdus «>f Mr. Hamidul Haq, transferring 2 A’otes to 
Mr. Habibur Rahaman. But he again repeated his mistake by leaving 
the surplus one vote with ilr. Birendra Ki.shore Bay Chowdhury, and 
pn)ceediiig to eliminate all (he loAVer candidates b\ stage-. The surplus 
AM)te of 1 went to Babu Ainulyadhone Ray at the last transfer and gave 
him the seat by a majority of fnie vote over the petitioner. The transfer 
should in fact have bfAcn made immediately after the transfer of the 
surplus of Mr. Hamidul Hu(|. Ther<' were then still seAeral candidates 
Avith no A’otes, so that the difference between the numl>er of votes held 
by them was itself nil. Transfer of one A’ote j’ould aff«*<‘t the position 
of these candidates, and so should have been made, 'rhe proA’ision in 
rule 78 io) {(•) (//Vi under which the Returning Officer need not 
transfer a surplus if it does not exceed the difference l>etween 
the totals of the v'otes credited to the two continuing yaiididates lowest 
on the poll had m/ effect here. 

It, therefore, beeante iwcessary for us to examine the 2(i pa|M*rs 
in which first preferenc<»s were ac»’orded to Mr. Birendra Kisimre Ray 
f'howdhury. The result .showeil that <»n these papers the second pre- 
ferenc.e went to Babu Ainulyadhone Ray in 20 instances, so that the 
.surplus vote .should have been transferred to him it made at the c/irrect 
stage of the proceiHlings. The «uily effect of the ernir in fact was that 
this paper was not 1ran.sferred until the last transfer instead of earlier, 
and the error could not huA’e affected the result in any way. In other 
circumstances the error might have lieen material, but in fact it was 
not. 

Strictly speaking a formal issue should have btu;n raised on this 
point. 
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The remaining' iurtiieH 2, -4, 0, 7, S junl 9 are elosely inier-ivluled 
and so far as the facds are (^Diicerned may he diwcusseil together; issues 
d and 7 are praeticially idenlieal. TJie inuin issue of fact in this case 
stated in broad terms is wind her, on the one hand, there Avas a eoneert- 
ed plan by the Coalition I’arly de(;ide«l upon us alleged^ in jiaragraph 
({ of the jietition and carried <iu1 as allegeii in paragrujdi 
9 thereof, and in the other instances «tt' spocific (rorrui>t practices men¬ 
tioned in the unnexures, and intentionally fortified by the issue of tins 
so-called mandate so us to prevent meinhers of tlie iiarly from voting 
as they wished; or whether, t>n the olliei- hand, what hapiiened was 
merely that owing to various reasons voting was ilone in a rather casual 
manner in the Iwaly of the Assemhly Hall, only the more punctilious 
going t«) the lobbies provided as screened j)laces for voting, and 
whether llierefore such instances, if any. as occurred in which utdiial 
marking of the voting papers was influenced at the time of the niurking 
were isolated instances arising t»ui. of the circnuistauces, being them¬ 
selves at most, merely graver instance-^ of irregnlaj-ity and possibly 
actiiall.v affecting the parti«'iilar votes reconle*!. We may sav at once 
that UH* are cb*arly of opinion that the petitioner has failed li. Jiiake 
out his case that there was a c(»ncerted jtlan to influence the v toig by 
imjirojter mclhotls, by wuperAision eiiforceil by fear of <ron.setjuences. 

AVe AA'ill first 4liscuss the e\idence iclaling to the preliniinar\ history 
shortly juior to the election, we Avill tiicn endeavour to gi\’e a picture 
of Avhat the evidence shoAvs occurred generally iluring the actual elec¬ 
tion, and will lli<*n ctin-<iiler the spiniti'- alleoalions of the petitiom-r. 
first as ->el out in his petition, and ncNt a' deposeil t<t by his Avifncsr^es, 
estimating the A’alue to be attached to that cAidcncc. 

hen the (jiu'stion ato'.e as to what c.indidatcs should be siippoited 
by the t'oalitiiMi Party at tio* tortlooming eleition, some membeis t»f 
tlie party, amongst Avhom Kliiin Ifahadiii llasluMo Ali Khan was lookcil 
to as a iead»*r. took strong (di,i»*ction to .M t. Ilamidtil Ilaii, and 
Mr. llabibur l{abniau. There Avas ^onie di>cit-<sion at (ioraehatid 
Hoad where some nicml)er«> of the ]tartv are accustomed to ptif up 
during the titiie the As-etnldy i> sifting. A^ a result tiieii ]ioin1 ot 
view Avas jiuf before the leaders of the |>ari\. and Mi. K. Sliiihabtiiblin, 
the (Miief Whip, met them and cNplaiticd matters. l''instlly there* Avas 
a meeting iii the* committee room at tlte Assembly House ou the m4>rn- 
iiig of the ‘Jihh February. AAhere a trial ballot was held. There* being- 
no ri*al opjtosition Itt Sir, It. P. Singh Ho\ , or to Sii 'I'lmmas Lamb, 
lh»* foi in(*r being a ministi'r, ami the lait<*i tu anv < ase practically safe 
tor 1 ‘leclion on the A-otes of the Eutopean (Iroujt alom*. thc^e Av«*r(* 
ado|>fed unanimously, and a tiial ballot Ava>. held in i«-spi*< t of iAA«*nf\- 
four Muslim camlidalcs seeking tlie sujijmrt (d the juiity. A^ a result 
Mr. .-MmiI (^utisem iditaiiiei] (it) voltes. Khan Hahadui Sai\eil Mua/.zam- 
uibliu Hos'<ain obtaineil b I votes. Mr. Hamidti! Haci t'howdhur.A obtain¬ 
ed 4!) votes, anil Mr. Habibiir Hahainaii d.'*' votes. .Mr. W’ahidu/xamaii 
< P. W'. Mr. Hubibulla ('liowilhurv <P W. a). Saiyed Alial 

Hossaiu Azizur Hahaman (P. \V. ;{) obtained •{'). :;.J and 4 votes 

respci ti vel.A'. Tlie minutes of the jii o( ee<liiig> ate on record 'K.\. A) 
together Avith tlie A’oting list iF\. ('). (tn the evening of the USth 

February, there ajtpeared in bold t\pe in the <>f lixlin a letter 

from Mr. A. K. Fuzlul Han. Fhief Miniswr. in Avhich he e.vplained 
and expounded tin* inqMirtaiice to llo- party .d securing piojiei 
representation in the F]>pt*r House, so that measuri's passed in the 

l<oW(*r House Avould n<d bi* obstim-ti'd thcie. that owing to the system 
of voting tlu* result of (he election would depend on the amount id 
co-ojM*rat ion and co-ordination between tin- voters, the eham i*s being 
that “if tin* (’oalition Party and the Lut >|>eans combim*. we lan liaAc 
prui-tically all our iiomim*es clectt>d IL- added that “in a system 

of VI.ting- like this nothing ’s so fatal as d sjoined and factional efforts 
in order to pul through juirtieular camlidaies.'' He al.so stressed (he 
np»*d of every member attending to vote. 

If appears that eA'en after tlie liial ballot, tliei-i* Avas .still some 
opposition to Mr. llamidul Haii (’loiwdhui\: Kliaii Habadur Ilaslieni 
Ali Kbai) and other Avitnosses speak of some memliers having said that 
they had taken a vow- not to vidi* tor liim. This witness and otliers 
alwi state that they \Aere dissatisfied Avith tlo* trial liallot itself, as there 
WttH cunva.ssin^ by ministers and irregiilariiii-s. Another meeting was 
heltl on the iiigbt of the Ist Man-h. at which the Chief Mini.sfer again 
explained the posilioti. Ari'ording to Mr Sliahabnddin. after this 
all the oppo.Hi(ion died doAvn. Aecordiiig t<! Khan Hahadur Ha.shem 
Ali, the Chief Minister sotnelioAv pacified the meinhers not to allei 
what had l>een decided, but he himself lepeuted that some hud made 
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u vow not to vn<<> f<ir Mr. Haiuiilul Haq, One Syed Ai>dul Mttjul 
(1). W. 7) tljeii MU^ffented, aocordiiiK "’iIncJHH, tliat there hIiouIH 

Ih* opeji v'diniff oil the following day. The wifnivis exjiresaed doiibta 
if tile eloetioii then would he valid, whereupon it was decided that 
whatever the result this course w'ould he followed, in eross-examina- 
tioii the witiK'ss admitted that there was no formal resolution on the 
point. Soniewlint similar evidence is given hy Maulvi Md. Moslem 
Ali Molln (I*. \V. 1) and hy Maulvi Ahdur llezzuk (1*. W. 4), who in 
eross-examiiiation imitroves upon the story hy saying that it was 
derided that there would lie no sioeeueil pines* at all. Idris Ahmad 
(P. \V. il) slaU's that the ]iroposnl for oihmi voting was not entertained; 
Mr. Ahdiil (juaseni (P. W. 2i?) stales that the jiroposal was made, and 
he protested and left tlie meeting, there was no formal decision. Syed 
(iholam tSarwar Ilossiiiu (P. W. 27) states that there was no formal 
derision on the point, while Mr. llasaniizzaniun (P. W. Jill) states that 
Syed Ahdul Majid made the suggestion hut it was not arrepted. Syed 
Abdul Majid (1). W. 7) denies that he made any such sugge.Htioii while 
I lie other witnesses of the respondent who were at the meeting and 
were examined on the point all deny that there was any derision about 
it, some deny that any suggestion was made, while others slate that 
tliey have no knowledge id' the suggestion lieing made. Mr llabibulla 
(Miowdliury (P. W. 4), a candidate, and a fairly close rival of 
Mr. llamidul Haii (fhowdhury in the trial ballot, states that he heard 
the latter, probably in the tea-room, saying that some members had 
taken a vow not In vole for him. and their jiapers .should be examined, 
as also that of Khan Ihihadiir Mohammed .Mi (1). \V. ")), and son of 
Mr. Allaf Ali (r<*s]iondent No. 2) who was nominee of the Ojuiosition 
Krishak Proja Party. Mr. Wahidu’/.zaman (P. W. 2), another close 
iunner-u|) of Mr. llamidul Haq (Jhowdhury, alleges that he was on 
the vm-anduh when the meeting of the 1st March was taking place, and 
heard about the ]>roeeedings from his falhei-in-law, and from Khan 
Pahndiir llashem Ali. lie went iilong to IJora Chaiid Itoad ihat nighi, 
ami there the Khan Ibihadiir told him he was soiry that he would not 
be able to vote for him as ballot iia])ers would have to be shown. This 
wilne.ss along with TIabibulla rhowdhury («ho however himself .says 
nothing of the incident) went along with another candidate to 
Mr. linmayun Kabir (I*. W. Jll) to ask him to get the newspajiers to 
publish the allegation that there would be ojien voting. Next morning 
lie attended at the election, and was given a place in the eandidnie’s 
box whence he filed with Ijie Iteturning (Ifficcr a petition tl*).\. Cl. Mi. 
in which he alleged that he had come to know* that it had Ikhiii decided 
Ihat .some members of the Coalition groui> would have to show the 
ballot iiajier after markiiig to the Chief W hip or Whips of the l*art\ 
end other groups might also do the same thing, and that the .secrecy 
of the voting would la* lost thereby; he therefore jirayed the Returning 
Oflicer to s<*e that this was not done. 

The final estimate to lie attached to this evidence will be diHcus.sed 
after we have dealt with the incidents in the chamber at the time of 
tlie election. 

The ]ioll was linii'd for 12'lo ji.ni. We luivi* tin* programme id the 
Ifeturning Oflii-er (Kx. Cl. 1) in which In* had jotted down the mor<* 
important pidnls for his jiror*edur<* as required by the rules. Kallot. 
Jiapers were distributed by his assistants, a mark lu'ing madi* on the 
division list against the name of each member to whom a juiper was 
tlelivered. flrace time was then given and the Returiiiug Officer then 
requested the members to j)roc<*ed to ballot. ’I'lie actual note of the 
R<-turning Officer regarding his ill's! met ions may be quoted:—“Oracc 
time is over, I would now ask the nii'iiilM'rs to jiroceed lo any of the 
jdaccs .screened from observation to record their votes Recording to the 

instructions on the ballot papers.” .“After recording your 

vot«> in the aforesaid manner and lK*fore leaving the screened place the 
electors are to fold the ballot papi*rs lo conceal their votes. The pafier 
as folded should be ydaceil in one of the ballot box<‘S jirovidiid. As 
.soon as the ballot paper is jilaced in the liox the ele.ctor must quit the 
place whi're the box is placed.” 

It is clear that the members were not disposed to take mur.h notice 
of what the Returiiirig Oflicer said. Mr, S. K. S<*n in leading his 
evidence got all his witnesses who could remember anything about the 
instruetioiiH at all to .say that the Returning (ffficer first read out the 
instructions, and then had the yiaiiers distributed. This would he 
wrong aecordii-g to the ruh*8, and we have no doubt that in faut he 
'followed the jirogramme whicli he liad noU»d. The “screened planes” 
were in one sense not Hcr(H*ned at all; they were in fact the fixed 
tellers’ seats which were inside the lobbies and facing the six lobby 
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doors of the Assembly, and consist each of a sort of chair and desk 
facing the lobbjr door, having a wooden partition at the back and on 
the left side. Tliere is liowever no reason to «l<mi)i iliat in h«) far as they 
were actually used they were entirely satisfajjtory, and that such mem¬ 
bers as useil them went one by one iut4 the lobby, the door of which 
remained closed while each voter used the desk. The programme note 
shows that there were ten ballot boxes. There is practical unanimity 
that some of the boxes were kept in the well of the house while there 
is sufficient definite evidence, including that of the Returning Officer, 
and his assistant, Aiiath Handhu Chatterji, together with that of 
witnesses such as Mr. J. C. (iupta (P. W. 17), Abu Hossain Sarkar 
(P. W. l.‘l), Mr. J. N. llasu (D. W. •*!), Mr. Shahabuddin (D. W. 4), 
Mr. Maguire (1). V\'. 11), Mr. Asraf Ali (1). W. 12), Mr. Azahar Ali 
(D. W. 14), niosl «)f whom actually v«)ted in one of the lobbies, to show 
that at least five boxes in all were placed at five of the lobby doors. It 
was suggested to Mr. All Afzal that boxes were plac.ed in the well of 
the house at the instance of Mr. Shahabuddin, and he .-^aiil it was not 
impossible, he would not <*ontradict it. There is no evidence to 
.support the suggestion, and it was not put to Mr. Shahabuddin him¬ 
self though it forms an important plank in the petitioner’s case thai all 
moved on a »-om-erted plan. 

There can be no dould that these arrangement.s were defective from 
the point of view (»f inducing voters to vote jintperly and in .secret. If 
is not surjirising, human nature being what it is, that many voters did 
not bother to attempt t«) go to the lobbies in onler to vote. There can 
be n<» sugge.stion that voters like Mr. Wordsw«>rth. or Major (Curtis 
Millar, or Mr. 1), P. Kliaitan, or the M ayor. Mi. Si<ldi«)iii. would not 
have taken the trouble to wait their turn and go to a lobby if the 
Returning ()fti<*er had ob.served them disobeying hi.s injunctions and 
asked them to do .so. He admits be was aware that a number of voter.s 
were not going to the lobbie.s, but be did nothing. ft is ideur that a 
definite prole.sf was made h,v Mr. J. f’. (iupta, and no doubt some pro¬ 
test was shouted by M r. /aman, Mr. Hashemi. and Mr. .'ssimsuddin. It 
is clear (hat the ileturiiing Officer had no pro]»er control <tf the pro¬ 
ceedings after tlic ballot papers were banded out. Mr. Wordsworth 
kept liis ]taper for some time, and was evidently rather doubtful a.s to 
preci.sel.v when be wa.s supposed to vote. The members were all well 
aware ot the existence of the lobbies, but in the general confusion in 
wliicb the proceeilings W'ere conducted some were doubtful as to whether 
they were really supposed to go to the lobbies or not. while others 
apprecialeil this ami did so; others like Mu.j«r f’nrtis Millar found it 
<>onvenient not to bother to do so. No ilnubt the situation liad its 
difficulties, ami had the Returning Officer attempted to in.sist on strict 
compliance with the rules and succeeiled. he wouhl have put a con¬ 
siderable strain im tlie patienee of the member.s. a.s. with the actual 
arrangements which were in existence for .secret voting the jirnceeding 
woubi have lieen much more jirntraeteil if evervoue bad had to wait 
while eacli voter j)roceede<l to a lobby. Major Curtis Millar is of opi¬ 
nion (hat the time factor wa.s the chief cause of the laxity of procedure. 
It seems prolmlile that marking of papers began before tlistn'bution 
was complete. The members were allowed to return to and leniain in 
their seats after (bey bad voted. This meant that they bad to make tlie 
joiiriie.v out from their seats past other memhers, some of whom niight 
still be voting, to move down to tlie well to de])osit their papers in (he 
boxe.H, and then to return; some moved up to the lobbies, waited their 
turn there, and then returned to their seats. M'itli two hundred and 
forty-seven persons so moving about there must have been considerable 
contusion. We have no hesitation in accepting the evidence ot 
Mr. \\^ordsworth, and Khan Bahadur Muaz/.amuddin Hossain (himself 
a returned eandidate> to the effect that in the confusion there was some 
showing of papers and open voting in the sense that near neighbours 
could in some eases .see how others were marking their papers. It is 
to be remembered that whips had been issue<l by tlie other parties 
ns well as Coalition l*art,v so that most of tlie voting papers were 
niarked in accordance with (be respective whips; the counting sheet 
shows that some 200 ]mpers were so marked. A large body of persons 
were placed tngetlier in circumstances inviting irregularity and depar¬ 
ture from the Htrictl,v correct method of procedure, and in fact some 
fiO ]>er cent, of them knew exactly how the.y intended to vote and that 
their neighbours knew how they intended to vote, and (hat they them¬ 
selves were voting siinilarl.v. Tn such circumstanees and in view of the 
delay that would have been caused to get p«>rsons to go throiigh the 
formalit.y of voting “in secret” it would have reijuired some considerable 
tact on tbs part of the officer in charge to induce them to do so if he 
had felt obliged to eee that the rules were obeyed, and that voting was 
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done in tbe screened places as directed by him. Actually he considered 
that he had no real power to enforce compliance with his directions, 
and that it was no part of his business to see that he was obeyed if 
seriously challenged. We think that he was not right iu the view that 
he took of his powers and th#t he would have, been fully justified in 
taking the boxes under his immediate control, and in refusing to allow 
any voter to put hi.H paper in the b«)x, w'ho had n«»t pnmeeded in accord¬ 
ance with rule 78 under his dinn-tion t«> the screened place and marked 
his paper there. Any paper marked otherwise could have been taken 
as spoilt and a new’ one could have been issued in its place, hut if the 
voter refused to proceed t«i v<*te in acconlance with (he directions of 
the Ret liming Officer, the latter had full power to refuse to permit 
him to use the ballot box. 

In reference to this matter, we may note only to reject it an argu¬ 
ment put forward by Mr. S. M. Rose to the effect that as (here is no 
specific rule in Part VI of the Conduct of Election Itiiles requiring the 
Returning Officer to keep order, so he has no duty to do so. Heference 
was made t<i rule ll which reiiuires Presiding Officers at Polling Stations 
to kee]) order, and the omission of any corresponding rule relating tu 
the Returning Officer was relied u|)on to support the contention. We 
may merely refer to rule ()o(Vi which lavs down that the Returning 
Officer is to preside over the election and to appoint Polling Officers 
to assist him, and add that it i.s .scan-ely neces.sary for rules .specifically 
to provide that a pre a'dent shall keeii order and see that proceeding.s 
are regularly conducted. 

We may similarly dispose ot an argument advanced hy Mr. Clough 
which appeared to he to the effect that It was sufficient compliance with 
rule 78 for the Returning Officer to tell the inemhers to go to a screened 
place in order to vote, and to leave it to them to go and hidi* under 
tables, and find other suitable places or postures in which it could he 
.said that their voting had been screened from observation, 

A further argument advanced to justify the method •>! voting 
adopted was that the mat ter of sei-recy was the iiriviiege oi ilo- ^oler 
himself, which he might waive. We cannot accept (his view In far 
as it is put forward to substantiate a contention that such vvaivt*r docs 
not constitute an irregularity, tiimigh admittedly it ma> he of some 
v eight in considering the question of the effect of tlic irri'gularit v on 
the election. The voter certainly has no right to disidiey thi‘ rules, uinl 
to refuse to follow the procedure laid down, which it is the duty ol the 
Returning Officer to see carried out. ft tin* waiver i.s made h> conc»*r1ed 
plan of a number of voters in order to apply prc.ssure on others to 
intimidate them not to (^xer<i>e their right and dui.\ ti» follow the 
correct procedure and vote in secrecy, the waiver might amount to 
undue influence, and it is pan of the p«*titioncr’r» case here that .such 
undue influence was exercised. If the Returning t (tliccr doi*s not 
exercise his authority to see that his directions, inuilc in accordance 
with the rule.s, an? obeyed, he will eitlier he permitting the •■\cici.se of 
•such undue influence in hi.s very presence, or at any rate In permitting 
.1 .situation to arise in which such a coiitctiiion can 1 m* made wifli .some 
ju.Htification. 

It must he conceded that llicre is considerable excu.se for the 
Returning Dffice.r in the present ca.se in the faf*t that the syst«*m of 
noting laid down in the rules tend.s to create a difficult sitnation. We 
can see no need for assembling tlie whole body of members of the 
Assembly for the purpose of distributing papers to iliein : we eaii .see no 
reason why voting should not he fixed lK*tw(*cii certain hours, metiilters 
coming at their own time, each receiving a paper from the Returning 
Officer and then voting. If tin* prtf.senf sy.steni is to reniain. it is clear 
that it i.s particularly important that especially efficient physical 
arrangements must be made to simplify the officers’ task in inducing the 
voters to mark their papers in screened places. The arrangements 
shouhl l>e .such that voters are made to depart from the voting hall after 
depositing their papers, and not permitted to come haf*k amongst th»»se 
with jiapers about to move to the voting Withs. There was more than 
one indication in tbe evidence (hat the prevailing opinion was that thi.s 
election wa*^ meant to be a sort of unofficial meeting of the Assembly 
with no o. e^in particular in charge. Mr. Shahubuilriin was under the 
inipre.ssion that as whip he had functions to perform in seeing that papers 
were distributed. Mr. J, C. Gupta, whip of the Gongre.ss Party, had 
similar ideas. It is clear that the whips have no other riglitV than 
ihcwt* of other voters. 
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Whether it is really possible to make satisfaclory arrangements in 
the present Assembly Hall at all is a ciuestion t«) which the answer may 
be tfoubtf'ul; it is easier to criticise tlie arrangements made by the 
officer than to work out something better. The hall itself has just 
sufficdeiit seating accommodation for the iiienibers, while it is possible 
to fit tlu* c’andidates and agents into the surrounding galleries, though 
it siiouJd be made edeur that these liave access to tin; Iteturniug ()ffi<!er 
to makt* necessary complaints. The lobbies are certainly unsalisfact»try 
jiolling booths and far away from the control of the Returning Officer; 
it he ]ilaces tin* boxes in the lobbies, the\’ are out of his sight, and even 
if jilaced at the door they are far from his control; if they are in the 
well they cn'ate objectionable movement. H there were room in the 
well of the hous<* to fit up a number of screened places with suitable 
barriers to lead the voters to them, this would be the most suitable 
arrangmueiit, but it is iloubtful if th<*rf- is suffii’icnt room. 'I'ht* fa<‘t 
seems to be that a idrcular ball and in jiariieular tlte Assembly Hall is 
ijuite unsatisfactory for The purpose ol holding an election in the 
manner laid down in the rules, anil the Iteturniug OlIiciT had to .lo the 
best he could in the circunistances; he might conceivably done 

better but it is only fair to him to point out the ditfieulties v, n)i which 
lie had to contend. 

We thus have a picture of the scene ot some confusion which existed 
at the lime id' voting, due mainly to the rules themselves, partly to the 
choice ot jdace of voting, partly to the absence of special arrangements 
uwe.ssary to maintain eontnd, partly to the arrangement of depositing 
some bo.vi's in the middle of the hall, partly to a lack of decisiveiies*- 
on the part of the Returning Officer in attempting to enforce his 
directions when he found they were being ignored. We do not accept 
the description of the more e.xtrcme witnesses tike Mr. Stiamsuddin 
Ahmed, or Mr. Nausher Ali that there was iiandemonium. but wc do 
find that the proceedings were not conducted as Mr. Wordsworth has 
.said, in the way in which we would expect a .seriou.s election to l>e 
cond lil ted . 

We will next consider the evidence relating to the general allegations 
ot the jtetiiioner that in pur.snance ol the jilan ol the t'oalition Party, 
the whips and .Ministers supervised voting. Wc imi> note at once that 
though partieulars were given in the petition of instances id such 
supervision, not a siiigli* one was established so t;n' as it coni'eriied 
either a whip, or a minister. These instaiiees will he discussed in 
detail below. The first jniint that strikes oni* is tliat it woiild fie almost 
phy.sieally impossible for the whips and ministers tn move ahmit along 
the iHUielies fnr the ]>urpose ot sujiervising aelnal voting. -\11 the 
evidence we get of particular instances of intcrtercncc or sui»ervision is 
evidenei- of iriterfeicnce by neighbours either to the right or left on the 
same heneb. or from the bench in fiont or hchind that of the voter. 
Mr. Afzal himself denies that there was aii\ sueli movetiieiit and we 
believe his assertion tliat he would ha\e slciiijied sUch action it it had 
taken place. The ministers occupy the small block just to the right of 
the Sjieaker's chair in front of wliich the Itcturning (ttficer had his 
seat; sonic of them undonhtedlv went lo the lid>h\ jiist hchind by the 
passage to the riglit of lhi*ir block. \i>tcd llo rc. and tlicn cut to the 
well id' tile house to put their papers in one ot the boxes. We have the 
evidence of .Sir R. 1*. Singh Roy. the Maiiaiajali ot Kasimhazar, and 
of Mr. Asraf Ali on this point and \ie aeeepf it. In so moving these 
gentle’Men passed by tlie galler^y in whiih the candidates were siNateil. 
No doubt tliey talked amongst tbeiusclvcs, and. as is admitteii, also to 
some otliers. Mr. Habibulla riiowdliniv il’. W. '>) himself definitely 
state.s tluil Sir B. P. Singh Roy merely went to the box and then 
returned, that he did not wander ahout the hall. He objected to the 
Returniug Officer that Sir B, 1*. Singh l{o\ ami Mr. Bireiidni Kisho^e 
Rav Phowdhury. who were candidates, should not he allowed to s])eak 
to voters and s4ionId l»p made to .sit in the gall<*ry with the other caudi- 
dutf^. The correct form of his grievance would have been that he was 
himself not allowed in the voting hall juopor. No one strictly speak¬ 
ing should liuve been allowed to speak to \oters on the way to the Imx 
to deposit their papers, but with the arr.;ngemeiits made this was 
practically impiwaible to prevent or control. 

There is some evidence in three eases of papers having been shown 
to niinieters. Mr. Abdul Qiiti.sem (P. W. ''J), sonic time acting Assist¬ 
ant Government Pleader in the High (’oiui, whose seat is in the block 
next lo the ministerial block and on the gangway, state.s (bat tbe Nuwal. 
of Daciut W'HS standing by him when be voted and that he showed his 
pa|>er to the Nawab saying the elec'tioii was a farce and .should be 
set aside; he also showeil his paper to Sir Nazimuddin, who told him 
to do his business and go away. This witness is admittedly a bitter 
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opponeut of Mr. Hamidul Hacj Chowdhury. He says he_ does not 
remember to have seen any screened jtlace, though in fact it is certain 
that there was one witliiu a step or two of his seat, which was_ being 
used by the ministers for the purpose of voting. In our opinion he 
strongly resented having to submit to the ])arty diecdpline, and to vote 
for Mr. Hamidul Heq Chowdliury. but he hud not the slightest inten¬ 
tion of not following the mandate. He showed liis paper to the two 
ministers of his own volition; we do not for a moment accept his version 
that he did so because he had been t(dd tliat papers would have to be 
shown. He was disgruntled because i»e hud failed to get his own way 
over the matter of Mr. Hamidul llaq ('howdhury, Im chose to vote 
at his seat and generally to make ti fuss over the mutter, voluntarily 
giving in with a bad grace to party discipline, and the needs of the 
situation. We have no doubt he was well aware of the principles 
expanded by the Chief Minister in tlie St//r of India of the 29lh 
FeWuary, and accepted them, knowing the need of unity, and that 
he voted acn(»rdinglv though he did not like "being in the minority so 
that he was one of tm)8e wlio had to give way. 

The case of Mr. MuK/.uddin Chowdhury (P. W. -‘{2) referred to in 
paragraph d of Annexure II is discussed in detail below. In his 
evidence this witness stated that he showed his ])a])er to Sir Naziiuuddin, 
who told him there was no need to do so and to put his ]»aper into the 
box. The evidence is in fact contrary to the contention that at any 
rate Sir Xazimuddin was supervising the voting. 

Another witness ivho clcarl_\ sliowed his pa[ter voluntarily was Idris 
Ahmed Mia (P. W. 9), who states that after voting he first showed 
his paper to Khan Bahadur Hasheni Ali (P. W. 2) who gave 
him, what apjiears to have btten some sort of mock certificate on the 
“whip” paper wdiich had been distributed at the commencement of the 
proceedings signed (in cyclostyle) by the Chief Minister ns Leader 
of the jiart-v (Ex. 2) contuiniiig the list of Coalition nominees. He 
then showed his ballot paper to (he Chief Mini.ster, who, he .says, 
practically refused to look at it. Mr. Nausher Ali would have it that 
the voters w’ere being brought up to tiie ministers to show (heir pajiers, 
and that they were mainly being brought u[i to the Chief Mini.^ter, a 
statement which finds little oi’ no sujqioi't frtim any otlier witne.ss. Idris 
Ahmed himself was at the meeting where it is ulh'ged that th«*re was 
a suggestion that there should l»e open voting, and stated that the 
jiropo.sal was not entertuintMl. He .says that he sh(*wed his [taper 
because on u previous occasion he had been suspectetl of not fidlowing 
(he party mandate. It is evident he intended t-o vole according to 
the mandate, and merely tiwik advantage of the la.\ily in the pn»ceed- 
ings on the election da\ to make sure that he got credit for so doing, 
that he was in no sense su[»ervised In tlie Chief Minister, or by anyone. 

Khan Bahadur Hasheiu Ali states that he marked his pajier in 
front of Mr. S. Suhrawardy, whom he saw stafiding just in front of him. 
H« himself says that he would have in any case voted in the same way 
even if he had gone to the screened place. His seat is in the front row 
of the third block to the right of the Speakei’s chair, that is to .say, on 
the floor of the house, .so that any minister going to put his jaiper in a 
box there.would be close to him. It is clear that his action was merely 
another instance of the ostentutiou.s dis{day made by the baml of 
objectors to Mr. Hamidul Haq ('howdhury to show that they were 
really behaving properly as good party menihers. This wi(ne.s.s was a 
leader of those objectors, .some of who’m, like Idris Ahmed, up]>eur to 
have tjome to him to obtain, as it were, certificates of good eomfuct. 

Another witness who says his [taper was shown to the Chief Minister 
is Mr. Abdul Hakim (P. W. 24). He has deseriWcl himself as u 
detennined rel>el; he tabled a no-i-onfidence motittn against the (Miief 
Mini.ster, and has^ left the Coalition Parly since the election which is 
now Iteiiig ('ailed in question. He refused to ac(re])t a u;liij) paper, and 
saya he objected to having to vote for .Sir B. P. Singh Roy, Sir Thomas 
Lamb and Mr. Habilmr Rahaman. However he went to the oentre 
reporters’^ table (Jn the floor of the house, and there voted, one 
Mr. Sirajul Islam pointing out the iuuium of the nominated Coalition 
Party candidates, since these were unknown to tlie witness. His paper 
was then taken by Mr. Sirajul Islam and waved in front of tlie Chief 
Minister, and he says he was made to vote as he did for fear of 
creating a scene. This witness adds that he had ]>romised a vote to 
.the petitioner same days before the election, and that he met him 
shortly after it. and told him about not having voted for liim, though 
not all his present story. In fact no particulars of it are given in the 
petition at all, and we have little hesitation in rejecting the story as 
given. 
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We may here refer to the petitiou (Ex. Ct. 2) filed by a candidate 
Asaduxzaman and endorsed by Dr. Harendra Nath l>as, another candi¬ 
date (P. W. 19), at 1 p.m. before the Iteturning Officer to the effect: — 

“In spile of your instructions, no secrecy of ballot is being observed, 
and voters are openly recording their votes in their seats. We want 
you to note this in your proceedings". 

The Ministers were seated just in front of the gallery which these 
caiididates occupied and had there been anything of the nature of 
general supervision by Ministers of the character alleged now, we should 
have expected some mention of it to be made in tliis petition. 

We are clearly of opinion therefore that tlie petitioner has failed 
to make out his general charges against tlie whips and ministers 
alleging that they supervised voting, or used their inlfueucc or pressure 
in respect of particular voters. As we have already noted, the petitioner 
has entirely failed to support by evidence any ot the charges in this 
matter of which he gave particulars in his petition. His general 
evidence is of a very vague character and in so far as it suggests that the 
whips and ministers moved amongst the sealed members is extremely 
improbable. Such specific instances as are dejiosed to have been dis¬ 
cussed above and merely go to show that some voters ostentatiously 
went out of their way to show theii' papers to ministers and others, 
having decided to follow the mandate, though with a bad grace. 

We proceed next to discuss the evidence led bj ilie petitioner in 
support ot the charges of corruiit practices, particulars ol which are 
given b^\ him in paragraphs i ^a;, 1 (hj, and ^3; of Annexure li. 
These will have to be considered not only in tlieir aspect as corrupt 
practices, but also in tlieir aspect a.s irregularities. Itegurded as corrupt 
practices, they inighl be disposed of at once on the ground that the 
evidence vanes completely from the particulars. 

In Annexure H, paragraph 1 (u) it is allegeil that (tj Maulvi Abdur 
llczy.alv, (II) .Ml. Atidul Wuhub ivhau, and (in) Maulvi Mohaiuniad 
llasaiiuzzamuu recorded their votes at the dictation ol and in lull view 
and under the suporvi.^iion ol, ami huiuied over tlieir ballot papers to, 
Mr. Sliuliabuddiu, w iio looked into and .scrutinised ihem, and hiniHelf 
put tliem into the box. 

(I j Maulvi Abdur iieszak t^l*. W. 4; is one ot tlie sirouge.sl opponent.s 
ol Mr. Huiiiidul ilai^ Liiowdliuiy, wboni lie su,>s be cousider.s to be u 
traitor to the parly. He asserts that tjiere was an actual aecisiou at 
the pai t\ iiu'eliiig on tlie Ist March that there would be open voting. 
Ai'cordiugi> i*** marked lii.s paper sitting at his seat, and was seen 1)\ 
his neighlmiir Ivhaii Sahib Aminulia. He asserts that he siiowed his 
paper to the iiieniliers including Mr. .). L'. tiupta, l ijiet W hij) oi the 
( ougress i’art^V, cxclainiiiig that he was tollowing the maiulaie, “just 
see that 1 am not Iduiiied tor aii,\ otlence ". lie .says lluit il the parts 
inundates are not oln\ved inemlters are iiisulleil, and so he wished to 
make it clear iliat he was obesiiig the mamlalc issued tor the election. 
He asserts iJiai at the time ol the iio-conhueiice iiioliun some iiienibers 
weie assaiuted and socially boycotted. His evidence as to bis ]irotost 
is supported .siib.staiiliaUy b^\ Syed Alia! ilossiiui Azizur lialiuiiuui 
tl*. W. •'>, 1 ). a ho was seated m the catulidates' guller\. it was appa¬ 
rently alter this uicideiil that Mr. J. (’. (hipta made some protest to 
the iteturning tlUieer about the irregularity in that votes were not 
being recorded in sereeued phu'es. Aim llossain !>irear ^1*. V\ . 13; 
ul»o refers to tliis ineideut, but says that Maulvi Abdur ftezzak showed 
his paper to tlie Chief Minister. Muhaiiiimui Mohosiii Ali \\ . 
ahso refers to il. In our opinion this is inereiy another iustauee of 
ostoiitiilious parade of graetdess suimiissioii to the iieeils ot the part> 
system. W e do not think that the witiies.s was ultiiiiately made to vole 
ill the way in which he tlid by anything but his own decision to ioilow 
that mandate, ami we do not accept his statenieul that he was actnateii 
by fear ol eoiisequeiices nor do we tliink he would necessarily have 
voted otherwise if he had along with all the other voters voted in a 
.screened place. 

(it) Abdul Wnhab Khan was not examined and there is no evidence 
whatever in support of this charge in the jielitioa. 

(m) Mr, Uusanuzziiman tl*. W. 3(1) state.s that Syed Abdul Majid 
(J). W . 7) came and sat. betwiHOi him and (iluilani Sarwar Hussain 
(I*. W. 27) and asked them to record their votes in his paper, while 
he reciprocated. Tliis w’itness refused to vole for Mr. Huniidul Haq 
f'liowdhury, Imt Syed Abdul Majid told him it would not he convenient 
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if he did not do so. He then marked his own paper and put it in the 
box. Abdul Majid snatched tbe paper of Ghulam Sarwar Hossain and 
marked it, and put it into the box despite the latter’s protest. The 
whole incident is denied by Syed Abdul Majid (D. W. 7). This witness 
asserts that he would not have followed the mandate had he voted in 
seorel. We ilo not believe that he was in fact really prevented from 
votinii^ as he wished, thoug'h it is possible that had he been made along 
with all other voters to go to a screened place his final decision might 
have gone against his accepting the niandnte. We think that at most 
wiiat happened in his case was an irregular exercise of pressure by Syed 
Al>dul Majid at the time the witness was marking his paper, though 
lie was quite free to vote in whatever way he wished, and free to go 
to a screened place to do so. The eame pressure exercised 
outside tile hall, or rather even »‘xerci8ed inside it, provided that voting 
was aidually being done in a s«‘reeued j)laee, would have been quite 
regular. The prime irregularity was in the voter L>eing allowed to 
vote in the hall itself, and this w’as aggravated by his voting being 
«)verlnoked and by pressure being applied at the tinte of voting. We do 
not consider that this in itself amount-s to any exercise of undue 
iutlueuce, or a corru]>t practice. The pressure did not interfere with the 
free exercise of the witness’ \o(c, though it may have irregularly 
interfered with the actual exercise, swaying his will and decision irre¬ 
gularly at the stage of actual marking of the paper. 

Thus neither of the al»ove incidents ^’<*s. {i} and (tii) mentioned in 
paragraph Itf/) of Anm'xure H (.even in the form deposed to which is 
widely different from the particulars) amounts to a corrupt practice in 
our o]iiiiiou, though the incident of Mr. liasauux/.aman was an aggra¬ 
vated instanc-e of the irregularities in voting oui.side the screened 
lobbies, which may have aff(*cft*d the vote of thi.s witness in respeet of 
Mr. Ilaniidul llaq Chow’dhury : then- i,- no evideiiee at all us regard.s 
the incident No. (i/). 

Parugm]ih 1(/*) of Aiinextirc H it'peuls the terms of j>aragra[>h 9 of 
the petition, and alleges that in pursuaiu'e ot the plan of the ('oulitioii 
Party the Ministers, purtieularlx the t’hief Minister, Sir IJ. 1*. Singh 
Koy, and the jiarty whips Mi, K. Shahabnddin and Nawabzutht K. 
Nasarullu went round aiiioiig the membi>rs while they were recxirding 
their votes and used Ihcdr inflmmc-e iind excTcised pressure on (t) Khan 
Bahadur Ha shemuli Khan, (m Mr. Abdul l.atif Biswas, {ni) Mr. 
Moslem .\li Media and {ir> Mr. Aihadj Gyasuddin .Vhined (‘howdhur^' 
to record their votes in favour of purtieular eandidafes. 

{i} The ineideut of Khun Mahadiir iia^^hemali Khan's vote has 
alreudy bec*n disi'us.sed above in con.sideririg tbe l■il.H4•s w lien* there wa.s 
.sonic* evideuc-e of j»aj*cr.s having bc*en shown pi MinislcTs. The witness 
him.self states that his vote wa.s in no wa\ alfecP'd, and that he would 
have voted as he* did even it he had gone to a sc-reeiied place. There 
was a mere irregularity in that tin* witness wa.s not made to vote in a 
sc reened jdace and this in no \\a,\ c-oulcl have* aflected his vote. 

(//) Mr. Abdul liUtif Biswas was not called. On the othi*r hand 
in cross-examination of n*sjKincl»*iit’.s witness Mr. Abdu.s Sabced (I). W. 
2tt^ wlm .stated that he bud voP*d in tbe lobby, it came out that he 
waited lor Mr. Biswas. It was llu-n suggested to the wilnes.s that Mr. 
Bisw'as went to the lobby because thi.s witness had attempted to inter¬ 
fere with him. The witness cb-nied the suggestion. As it i.s the peti¬ 
tioner’s c-ase that the mpml*ers wt-re intiinicluicd into voting against 
their rc*al wishes, and Bad no «ay of e.scaiie, it i.s surprising that he 
■sliould suggest that one of the persons named in the petition as having 
lM*en a )mrtic‘ular victim of the ministers or whip.s. Had in fart taken 
the obvious measure of relief from such pressure by going to tbe lobby 
to vote. 

til/) Moslem Ali Molla (P. VV. 1) .states that he objected to voting 
for Sir B. P. Singh Roy; unlike most of the oly'ecdors with whom we 
bad to deal, he was in favour of Mr. Hainidul Huq Chowdbury. His 
.story is that one Zalnir Ahmed Icdd him to vote according to the man¬ 
dat#*, that the witness then asked the former to put the figures himself, 
but he refused. The witness then put his paper in the l»ox. He says 
generally that Nawubaada Nasrulla. Mr. Salim, Mr. Shahabuddin and 
Sir Bijoy were sujMjrvisiug others, but is specihe that only Zabiir 
Ahmed looked ^>ver his pai>er. This witness is also one of the few who 
as.iterfs that the,'>e was a definite decision at the party meeting on the 
Isf March, that there would be open voting. He asserts more empbu- 
ticully in c*ross-examrnation that nltiroat#dy he was forced in the house 
to follow the mandate; when he wanted to go to the screened p1a<*o to 
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vote acHiording to his own choit*, ho was made to vote according 
to the mandate. We ciannot accept bis improved version that he was 
actually prevented from voting as he wislied. At most pressure was 
l»ul ujxui him at the time of actual voting by Zahur Ahmed and he 
voted ueeordiiigly. We think that hud lie really wished finally not to 
follow the mandute he would either have done so in the house or moved 
to the screened place closehy. He was seated in one of the rear seats. 
We do not think his evidence proves any corrupt practice even against 
Zahur Ahmed. It is however possible that if he had been made to go 
to a sciieeued jilace along with all the other voters, his vote for Sir 
B. V. Singh Roy would not have been cast. 

(iv) Alhadj (lyusuddin Chowdhury (P. W. 2’i) alleges that when he 
w'us alxiut to vote he found Khun Sahib llamiduddin Ahmed (I). W. (J) 
and another probably Zahur Ahmed, looking over his shoulder. He 
objw-ted, and they said it did not matter, they wanted to see what he 
w'rote. He voti*d ucc(»rding to the mandate, but he would not have voted 
for Mr. llamidul Ilaq Chowdhury if he could have voUul without being 
overlfHiked. He explains that tlie doors were chised. and that he never 
tried to get out. lie also ulleges that he was afraid of iiersccution, 
assault, and about his actions being written u]i in the newspapers. 
Khan Sahib llamiduddin Ahmed de8< rib(>s as false and malicious the 
allegation that lie buiked into the paper ot this witne.ss. We were not 
at all impressed by the evidence given by the witness and prefer to 
a(s-ept the denial of Khan Sahib Humiduddiu .\hmed. 

Thu>» ol the four incidents referred to in janagraph It//) of Annexure 
B ntme, even as deposetl to, amounts to a corrupt practice and onlv 
that relating to Moslem Ali Molla is a case ot an irregularity hy which 
it is possible that the vote of the witness niiglil have been aft'ected, so 
far as regards Sir B. 1'. Singh Roy. 

Ill paragraplt ol Anne.xurc B. it is alleged that Mr. Mafizuddin 
t'liowdhury after he had recorded his votes on the ballot pajier 
w'us approaelied by Mr. S. A. Salim who waiitetl to see bow the former 
lunl recorded them. On his refusing. Mr. Salim snatclied away liis 
paper, returned if to the Returning Officer, and (ditaintuJ a new paper 
forcing Mr. .Mafizuddin ('iiowdhiir\ then to v<ite according to the 
mandnte, and to hand over the juiper to Mr. Salim who put it in the 
hallot fiox. Tliis story i*> not supiiorted in this lorm at all by 
Mr. Mafizuddin Cliowdlturv (1*. W. d’it. 11c says that he objected to 
having to vote for Sir H. 1*. Singh l{o.\ . He first voted as he wished, 
when Mr. Salim told him lie should vole according to the mandate. 
He then handed his paper 1o Mr. .Salim, and liinisolf went and obtained 
a new paper from the Uefnniiiig Otlicei. marked it aceording to the 
iiiandate as ]ioinled out by Mr. .Salim. He then .showed the jiaper to 
Sir Naziniuddin who told him that there was no neetl to show his pajier, 
and ilial Ih- sliould juil it in ilie bo.v. I’he witness tlien says that lie 
doe.s nol reiiieuiber exactly, btil thinks that lie iiail put cross marks 
aguiiist H or !> uiime.s in the first jiapm . In fact tliere is no spoilt hallot 
pujicr marked in any way like that. 'I'he witness stales tliat there was 
.some (liffereitee between the l.eague Part\ and the Proja Party as to 
voting for Sir B. P. Singlt Roy. atid that the League Party wished them 
to vole tor Sir B. P. Singh Hoy. hence at Mr. Salim's iiistanee he voted 
for the former. As the witness cannot even renieiitlM'r how he marked 
hi.s spoilt paper it is doubtful if wliat liap]ietied was more titan that be 
made an t rror in marking his juiper owing to Ids d.efective knowledge 
of Knglisli. since he adniit.s he does not know Knglisli well. We have 
not been able to obtain llie version of Mr. Salim, the reason offered 
being that on tlie last day fixed for lieaiing evidenct*. he was unable 
to return to Calcutta from Dacca owing to a lecnide.scence of the riots 
there. We accept this expliuintion. We niav note that Moslem Ali 
Molla (P. W . n stipports the story in the petition that Mr. Mafizuddin 
Chowdlmry’s paper was snalehed iiwa,\ by Mr. Salim, altluiugb 
Mr. Chowdhury liiinself does not say so. Mr. M aliiiluzzanuiti (P. M . 
2fjl says he .saw Mr. Salim take up one member lor a fre.sh paper, but 
he could not say who the member was. Mr. Aluliil Hakim (P. W. 
also suppfirted the story of snntchiiig; wliile Khan Bahadur Hashemali 
Kliou sa\.s that he heard about it front Mr. Moslem .\li Molla. We 
accept tile version of Mr. Mufikuddin Cliowdlmry to the extent that it 
shows fbut Mr. Sulim interfered or as-sisted lu'ni in lii.» voting. The 
evidence in no way supjsirfs any ebarge ol exercise of iiiidne infinence 
or of corrupt practice against HHr. Satiin. H nuiy be that but for the 
interference by Mr. Salim, and if Mr. Chowdliury had been made to vote 
in A aoreetied place lie might have marked bis paper otherwise, not x-oling 
for Sir B. P. Singh Boy; the case may he taken as proof of an irreguiiirity 
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that may have affected a vote i'or Sir B. P. Singh Boy. We cannot 
put the matter higher than that, since Mr. Chowdhury cannot identify 
his spoilt paper, and the only version he gives of the spoiling, namely, 
that he marked some cross marks on the paper, cannot be correct. 

It remains to discuss tlie evidence given by some witnesses in regard 
to alleged specific instances of interference with voting, which were not 
mentioned in the petition, nor have been considered above in discussing 
the allegations of interference by the ministers. These may be divided 
into three groups:— 

(1) the cases of (/) Shah Ghulam Sarwar Hossain (P. W. 27), 

(//) Syed Masudali Khnnpani (P. W. 29), 
who objected to Mr. Hainidul Haq; 

(2) the case of (?) Rai Sahih Kirit Bhusan Das (P. W. 6), 

(?■?) Rasik Lai Biswas (P. W. 11), and 
(/?’/) Mr. Mohosin Ali (P. W. 20), who all say that 
they had promised their first preferences to the 
petitioner; and 

(3) the ca.se of Amir Ali Mian, who states that he was opposed to 
Mr. Habibur Rahamau, and in favour of the petitioner and Mr. 
ilamidul Hac) Chowdhury. 

(1) (?) The case of Shah Ghulam Sarwar Ho.ssaiu has already been 
referred to in di8cu.ssiug the ca.se of Mr. Hasanuzzaman (P. W. 30), who 
stated that Syed Ahdul Majid came and sat between these two, and 
snatched away the paper of Ghulam Sarwar Hossain to mark it. The 
latter’s ver.sion i.s that Syed Ahdul Majid after talking to Mr. Hamidul 
Haq Chowdhury came and sat between tlie two. telling them to vote as 
he did and showing his paper to tltem. The witness marked his paper 
1. 2, 3, 4 and was searching for the name of Habihulla Chowdhu^, 
when Abdul Majid pointed to Mr. Hamidul Ilnq’s name and told him 
to put a “5” tiiere. He then caught the witness' hand, and finally 
himself marked a “•*>” against the name of .Mr. Hamidul Haq Chow¬ 
dhury. Tn cro.ss-exainination he added that Syed Abdul Majid also 
put a “ft” against the name of Mr. Habibur Unhainan. Syed Abdul 
is then said to have taken the paper despite the witness' protests and 
tn have put it in the ballot box. He says that he asked the clerk to 
give him a fresh paper, but in the bazar i/ohnal no one listened to him. 
We find it very difficult to accept this sit>ry which is denied by Syed 
Abdul Majid (1). W. 7). The witness was sitting l>eside the passage 
and next to the ministerial block, not far from the Returning Gfticer, 
and also close to the gallery where the candidates were seated. If 
any such scene, as his story suggests, really look ]>laee. we should have 
expected better evidence on the point. We think that w'hatever 
happened has been worked up, and that the evidence relating to it is so 
unreliable as to l>e useless for any |)urpo.se. 

(1) (/V) Syed Masudali Khan])ani merely says that M<diammad 
Israil stood behind him while he votetl, looking at his paper, and ilid 
not move when asketl why he was standing there. He atids that left 
to him.self with secret voting he would not have voted for Mr. Hamidul 
Haq Chowdhury. This wilne.ss sits, as he states, in an isolated place in 
the fifth block counting to the right from the Speaker’s chair; there 
appears to have lK*en nothing to prevent him from going to the lobby 
if he wLshed, and we do not think his evidence really (stablishes mor*' 
than that, but for the party deei.sion, he' would not have voted for 
Mr. Hamidul Haq Chowdhury, but that he freely decided to ac(?ept 
that decision and io vote accordingly. 

(2) (?) Rai Sahib Kirit Bhu.san Das alleges that he Jiad promised 
his first preference to the petitioner, and would have so voted, but for 
the fact that Mr. I’ulin Itehari Mullik came and filled up his paper 
for him. Mr. I’atiram Ray is alleged to have been sitting alongside, 
and it wa.s understood he would be called as a witness to tlie incident, 
but he has not apjieared. On the other hand Mr. Mullik has not been 
examined by the resnondent. The witness told Dr. Suren Das (P. W. 
7), who was evidently to all intents and purposes the petitioner’s 
agent for this election, that he had not been able to vote for the peti¬ 
tioner owing to the mandate. Tn (^ross-examination it was suggested 
that the witness was in .some dilemma as to whother to keen his promise 
to the petitioner or whether to vote according to the mannate and that 
Mr. Mullik’s action solved bis difficulty, and the witness accepted the 
suggestion. It is .iniite clear that the witness did not tell Dr. Das his 
present story, otherwise it would certainly have found a prominent 
place in the petition. We do not think that the evidence establishes 
even that it would have made the slightest difference whether the 
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witueHs had voted iu the presence of Mr. Mullik or in the lobby. He 
was^ wavering, and discussed the matter with Mr. Mullik, and finally 
decided to follow the mandate and would have voted accordingly even 
had he gone to the lobby. The witness in fact suggests that he may 
possibly have marked a “7” against, the petitioner’s name on his 
paper, which he may have done as a salve to his oonsc-ience. 

(2) (ii) Itasik Lai lliswas alleges that he too had promised his fij’st 
jireferejice to th<! petitioner, but that Mr. Atul (Jliandra Kumar, an 
assistant wdii]) of the Congress Party, came and stood iu front of him, 
so that he (^onhl not do so. This witness has sine<* left the Congress 
Party, and had stoit in his resignation some time previous to the elec¬ 
tion. On the day in question there w'as a split in the Congress Party 
and two whips had Imhui issued, one by the All-lndin I'.arliamentary 
Sub-Committee in tavfiiir of Mr. Kamini Kumar J)uu aiul Hulni 
Amul.vadhone Roy, and another by the party of Mr. Sarat Bose in 
favour ot Mt'. MireiidT’a Kishore Ray Cliowflhiir_\ ami I'ahu Amul,'. a- 
dhone Roy. Tliis witness pro(<*sted in the ^vilne?^s box against 
disirlosing his method of voting, and was informed that he need m>t 
make any statement on the point, but in re-cxaminatiim for s«)irie reason 
<ir other In* stated that in fa«*,t he voted giving his first preference for 
Mr. ilarida.s Ma/urndar, and secornl i)reference for Mr. Arabimla 
Sluiw. llo thus complet<'ly c«>ntradicted his whole st«iry that Mr. Atul 
Chatidra Kijinar j)r<*v«‘nled him voting for the petitioner, for in fact 
lie did not vote according to the party mandate which according to him 
Mr. Jvuninr \\a< then* to see i*nforc«*d. 'I’liis story of Mr. Bi.swa.s also 
is not found in the jietition, though In* admits he met the petitioner 
several times in the lobbies after the election. This witness also 
supports flu* stoi \ of Mr. Mullik's interfer<*nce with Rai Sahib Kirit 
Bhusau Das. tbougli that took place a considerable distance away from 
him. We liavi* httle liesitatioii in rejei’im: his evidence as totally 
unreliable. 

(2) (in) Mr. .Mobosin Ali states that he had promi.sed the peti¬ 
tioner his first ]iref(>r«*nee and that he meant to keep his promise; he 
says he iiad derided not to vol<' for Sir B. P. Singh Roy and 
Mr. Hamidul Maij ('howdhury despite the mandate. He asserts that 
111* would have so voted, had there been M'ciet voting, but that Zahur 
.Mimed came ami stood in front of liini while he voted, he leaving tohl 
the latter ii da\ or two ]irevious to the election that he would not voti* 
for Mr. iliunidul Haq Chowdhur\ . ;ind lit* stiit^'s that owing to this 
supervision lie t'ldlowed tlu* niamlsitc. This witness had 1 k*(Mi atleudiiig 
the hearing of the evidence bi-fore the Cominissioners for siune dtiys and 
was then asked by the petitioner to gi\e evidence. lie >a>s lie had 
nu't tin* iM'titioiier severtil t’liies attt*r the election, hut had alwaxs 
avoideil him out ot some fei'liiig of shame. Kintilly he catm* face to 
face with him in the High {\>urt Building .sotmwhere about tlic end 
of .Tatiuar_\. when he aseertsiito*d tliiit this jnesi-nt ]H'tition had lH*eii 
filed or was ahotit to be filed. Tlie witness then first informed him that 
he hnd not iminaged to vote for the jM*iitioner at tlu* eleetion, wlu*re- 
iipon the latter told him that he would have to depose in this ease. 
W e ari' qnile nnabh* to aceejit the story given by this witness; lie did 
not ereab* a favourable impression in the wittiess box. and bis evirlenee 
entirely failed to carry convietion. AVbcii jircsscd in cross-examina¬ 
tion lie produei'd the ri'ason given by earlier witnesses that Iu* was 
afraid of assaults sueh as had taken place at the fitne of the 
no-confid<*nce motion ; also the story that Iu* eonld not go to a screened 
place a.s he would he sttspiMfed by ])roiiiinent niemlH'rs, also adding. 
remeiulMiring hi.s previous evidence, that there was in faet no scriH'iied 
place. AVe consider that the evidence of this witness eunuot be relied 
on to estnblisli anything more tlian perhaps the faet llmt he voted 
sittiug at his seat. 

(.'!) Mohammad Amir Ali Mian (I*. W. dn slates that he had 
promis'd Iiis votes to one Khairnl .Mam, to the tx^titioiier, and to 
Mr. Ilamidnl Ujuj (Ihowdhnry, while he ohjeeted to _Mr. llabibur 
Uahamau. He ('anie to the As.sembly on the day of election intending 
to vote for these tlire«* tc> whom he had protnised his vote, provided the 
voting was secret, thongh he had not decided niuui the order ol 
voting. He merely* states that he voted while seated at his place in 
the Assenihly because lie fotind everyone eist* doing .so, and adds that 
those near him looked into his paper, Mohammad Ibrahim being beside 
him, and Mr. Salim behind him. He says that accordinglv he could 
uot "Vote according to his own choice, but had to vote according to the 
mandato. Even assuming this statement to be correct, since we do

not know whether his choice would huve fallen on Hr. Hamidul Ha<] 
Chowdhury who was elected, or on the petitioner for his first prefer¬ 
ence, his evidence is of no assistance to show whether the result of the 
election was affected by his voting: beinjf overlooked by others. He 
says he could not vt)te in the lobby the ballot boxes were not there 
and the doors were closed, but this i.s not correct. There is nothing 
in the evidence as to this incident to support any charge of undue 
influence. We are of opinion that this witness freely decided to vote 
according to the mandate, the only irregularity in the matter being 
the fact that he did not vote in a screened place, but this did not affect 
his vote at all. 

We may now summarise our conclusions on the evidence given with 
regard to particular incidents. In the first plac«‘ the evidence given 
does not amount to pr«)of of the exercise of undue influence in any of 
the instances. As we began by saying, before discussing the (tases set 
out in the annexures of jmrticulars in the petition, evidence was either 
not at all given in 8up]>ort of thos«> particulars or «dse as given was 
totally at variance with them. In the view w«' take of the evidence 
it is not nece.ssary for us to consi«lcr whether the ])etitinner shonld he 
allowed to establish sncli instances, founded on facts different from 
those given in his petition. Daring the hearing tlie petitioner sought 
to amend his list of particulars to accord with the evidence, but his 
application for this purpose was refused. It is also further unneces¬ 
sary for us to l•onsider whether, even assuming that the u«'ts alleged 
amounted to the exerci,- * of undue influence by the particular jiersons 
named, they were done with tin* connivam-e of and in the interests of 
any of the candidates, or whether, reganled nc (Hirrupt ]>ractices under 
paragraph 1 of Pjirt IT of the hirst Sch«*dule of the (hu'rupt Practices 
Order, they materially affected the result of the election i>f any of the 
candidates. In forming our conclusion' as tt) tlu* evidemn* given to 
establish undue influence, we have nec4*ssarily had in mind the 
evidence relating to the preliniinarie.s including the meetings of the 
Coalition Party held j>rior to the election, and the allegatit)ii in para¬ 
graph () of the petition that there was a plan to se<-ure o])en vriting. 
We noted abt»ve that we resi*rved flnal considjTntion of th«‘ weight to 
he given to that evidence until we had discussed the evideiii’e relating 
to the incidents at the time of the election itsidf. The whole body of 
evidenee i.s* necessarily^ inter-relateil. We are satisfied tbat what 
happened in the hall during the time of thi‘ election was due to tln‘ 
circumstances th(>n existing, w'hich we hav(‘ already dis«’iis.«cd, afid was 
in no way dm* to any plan de<-ided upon by the Coalition Party. All 
parties were similarly involved, and the rtmt cause was the nature of 
the sy.steui provi<led in th«* rub*', by wbii'b some Ibree liundred persons 
are assembled together, and tin- difficulty of <’*»ntrollitig llii'Ui in (be 
cirnunistanc'cs, in particular with tin* arrangeim*nts arlually made by 
(be Returning Officer. The eviflem-e tbat there was any such tleeisiftn 
is unacceptable, the evidenee tbat the ministers and wbi]»s a«-ted in 
aci‘ordan(^e with the alleged <leci«ion is equally lacking, ami such 
evidenee as is given of u(‘tuu1 acts within the ,\ssemhly Hall itself, 
by others tlmn the mini.stcirs. shows (rlearly what was the sole and 
inadequate foundation ff»r the cliargt*s, numi'ly. sonit* instances where 
the marking of a member’s pai)er was overlooked, or where a 
neighbour .spoke to another at. tlie time of marking to persimde him to 
.vote according to the maudati*. 

In the second place _we have .to summari.se our eonelusioris on the 
evidenee of particular in.stances of interferem-e to estimate their 
importance as evidema* of irregularities. As stated above, w'e think 
that in the ca.ses of Mr. Moslem Ali Midla (P.W. 1) and «»f Air. Mafis- 
uddin Chowdhury (P.W. there may have Wen interference by 

Mr. Zahur Abnied, and by Air. Salim re.speetively, and t<» ]mt the 
case at its highe.st, if these voters had Wen made t«» vote regularly in 
a screene.d place, they might not have given their first preference to 
Sir H. P. Singh Roy. Similarly in the case of Mr. Hasanussaman 
(P.W. 30) interference by Syed Abdul Majid may have affected the 
vote of this witness as regards Air. ITamidiil Haq Ohowdbury in the 
sense that had he been made to vote regularly be would not have voted 
for this candidate. As regard.s the other instances also we conclude 
that there was no interference, there being either merely an ostenta¬ 
tious display of his paper by the voter, or else the voter voted freely 
according to wish though overlooked by neighbours. In other 
■instances, particularly the cases of Rai Sahib Kirit Bliusan Has 
(P.W. 6), Rasik Lai Biswas (P.W. 11), and Mr. Mohosin AH (P.W. 20) 
in which evidence was given that interference prevented promised 
first preferences from being marked in favour of the petitioner, we are 
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unable to accept the evidence given as establishing more than the fact 
that the voters in question did not go to a screened place to vote or 
that if the voter had had any idea of voting for the yietitioner he chose 
freely not to do so but to follow the party whip. The legal effect of 
these findings will be considered below. 

We have still to deal with the c.liarge in ])aragraph 2 of Annexure B 
relating to the issue of the so-called mandate by the Chief Minister in 
the press on the morning of the election, and alstt to discuss some 
further irregularities said to have been established by the evidence. 

The mandate or whij) issued in the A.ssenihly on llie morning of the 
elec.tiou was in the form of a request to the ineinhms to casl fheir 
preferences for the candidates named, and in tlie order named. It is 
signeil (in cyclostyle) by Mr. A. K. Fazlul llaq, described as ‘‘Leader 
of tlie Party”. In the newsjiaper version <lie whip is printed vcrhatiin 
witliout the .signature, and is i>re(reded by a paragia})h to the effect 
tliat “Mr. A. K. Fazlul Ilacj, (’hief Minister and Leader mi the 
Ass»>nibly t^ialitiou Party, has issued the f(dli*wiug statement”. Some 
attempt was made by tlie petitioner to show tlial this wliijt was ir»*ated 
as a special cas** in laung signed by the t’liiel Minister, and it was 
eontcndcd that tliis was an instance of imiM«jp»*j’ u.se of liis innnence 
and pow el s by a minister to aff*mt the course of an cleiMion. W’e arc 
satisfied that lh»* whip was .signed b,\ Mr. Faz.lul Haq in tlie usual 
course as wa.s tin* piacticc at the time, thougli this practice has now 
Ik*cu changed and whijts are signed by the t'hief Whiji id the {>arl,\ . 
The whip iiselt is in form correct, Mr. Fazlul Haq being described as 
the ii-ader of the party, tliough his descrijition as t'hief Minister is 
arldtal in the ncwsjtaper version, for wliich »d coui.se the ni*\\ sjiapt'r 
authorities may 1 m- rcsjionsible. Tliis matter seems to iis clearly one in 
which Mr. Fazlul Haq was entitled to use his iiiHuence a.s leader of liis 
party, and he cannot he depriv«*d id the right to use that influence 
Fiecaitse he ha]»pens to he a minister. We know in laet that leaders ot 
idlier jiarties in the house aeh*d similarly. Tlie reasoning in his lettei 
of the UlHli February, jiuhlished in tlie St</r vf lutliti is nianifesily 
sound, aeeordingl.N a deeision by tlie party as to their uoiiiiuees was 
essential. The wliiji did no more than emhod\ and ]uihlish that 
deeision for tlie information of all concerned. As we have alrcad,\' said 
there was no general plan of eoercion on meinlK-rs. and the issue rd this 
whip signed h,\ .Mr. Fazlul llaq was eertainl\ mu ]iinl of anv sijeh 

plan to overtiwt- and intimilate wavering members id tlo- juirtv Tlie 
ebarge of eorrujit praefiee in numerous instanees based on flu* issu,. id 
this mandate fotall\ fails. This disjmses ot issue No. S. We ma\ 

fiuther add lliat tlie issue of the whip in no semse constitutes aiii 
irregularity in th<- eondimt of tlie ele«-tion. 

We may ne.\i hrietly luentiuii three furllu-r iilegiilarities said to 
have been e.sttihlislied by the evidence. 

(1) In aceordanee with rule 73 voters aiter placing their jnipets in 
the box shouhl quit the place where tlie box is situated as soon as th<*\ 
have V(ded. 'I'he i-videuee is that tlie boxes nmstl.N ii.sed wen- tiiose 
plai-cd on the floor of the liouse, surrounded h.\ mettilu-rs seated and 

talking to eaeit othiu-, who were wailitig in the hall after the_\ had 

tlieiu.selves voted. This was irregular. 

(‘Ji It is admitted that Mr. Meshhtiuddin Chowdliuty. as ag-etil for 
Sir B. P. .Singh Roy, was allowed a seat along with other eandidates 
and agents. As Sir B. 1*. Singh Boy was liimsell ]Uesen1 both as 
i-andi(iate timl voter, this was irregular. 

(3) It was brought out that Mrs. Shahahuddin was given a fresli 
paper by someone other than Mr. Ali Afzal. the Heturiiiug- ttftieer. 
A.S there is nothing to .show' thsit this was not done h.\ one cd the two 
aaaistants appointed under rule ri7(.?) of the t'oiiduet of Kh*etiou Rules 
with the powers of a Heturniug Oftieer, no irregularil.\ in this matter 
ifc establi.sned. 

We are now in a position to dispose of issues 3, ti, 7, 8 and 9, and 
thereafter it remains merely to discuss the legal effect of the irregulari¬ 
ties established. 

Our answers to each of the questions raised in issues 3, 7{«) 

aud 9(o) are in the negative. The questions in issue (i(5), {r), (i/). (el, 
and in issue 7(5), (c), (d), (<■). and in 9(/d. (<•), (i/). (e), do not arise. 
Our answer to issue No. 8 is that Mr. Fazlul Iluq as leader of the 
Coalition Party issued the instructions us alleged in paragraph 2 of 
Ajonexure B, fmt that in so doing he did md exercise any auduu 
iufluaaoa at all. 
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IssiM No. 2. —We fiud that the followings irregularities were com- 
iiiitted: — 


(a) Then; was a breach of rule 73 of the Conduct of Election Rules, 
in that a large number of voters did not go to a screened place to vote 
in accordance with the direidions of the lieturning Officer nor did they 
proceed theni;e with folded ballot paper to the ballot box. Some 
members after voting in their seats showed their papers to others, some 
were overlooked at the time they marked their papers. 

(h) There was a further breach of rule 73 in that many mem hers <Hd 
not quit the place where the ballot boxes were situated after they ha«l 
placed their papers in the boxes. 

(c) An agent of one candidate, namely, Sir B. H. Singli lioy, was 
permitted to remain in the hall although the caudiilate himself was 
present. This was a breach of rule ti8 of the C-onduct of Election 
Rules. 

I88U6 No. 5. —We liave to consider whether the result of the election 
wa.s materially atfecteil by any o1 the above irregularities. Relying on 
ea.ses relating to deidsions on proci'edings governed by section 13 of the 
Ballot Act, 1872, and some Indian cases which follow those decisions 
without clearly indii'ating precisely what were the terms of the election 
rules involved, DJr. S. K Sen has urged on behalf of the petitioner that 
he having established irr«‘gularity. it is for the respondents to show that 
the result of the election has not been materially afleeted theicby. 
This ('(intention is directly contrary to the clem wording of paragraph 
7(7)(c} of the I’orrupt l*raciic(*s (irder. by which our proceedings are 
governed. It the jirovisions ot this paragrajdi are read and compared 
with the negalive form in which section l-t of the Rallot Act is drafted, 
it is cb*ar that the onus is differently placed b\ the twn provisions. 
Under the English Act the Tribunal hearing an election petition i.s 
enjoined not to interfere with the election if it apjieurs to it that (he 
non-compliance with the rules or mistake in the u.se of forms did lUJt 
affect the result of the election. Clearly if there is any rea.sonable 
doubt in the matter the petitioner will succ«*ed. Hence Ijord Coleridge, 
C.J., in Woodward, v. Sar.sons (L. R. 10 1*. 733) in interpreting the 

se(’tion has laid down that “It will be ecpiivulent to thi.s, that the 
non-observance of the rules or forms which is to render .tin* election 
invalid, must be so great as to amount to a conducting ot the election in 
a manner cfintrary to tiie principle of an election by ballot, and must 
be so great as to satisfy the tribunal that it did affect or might have 
affecteMl the ina.jority ot votes; or in other words, (he result of the 
ele(;tion.“ In the direct torni in which provision is niude for (his 
matter in paragraph 7 (/) (n of (lie Order there is no .scope for inter¬ 
ference tin the ground that in tlie iqiinion of tlie Commissioners the 
result of the election iint/Iit Inivc heen affected hy the irregularit.\ . 
Tins view has been taken in respect of a similar provision to that laid 
down in paragrapii 7 (I) (ei in three cases reporf-ed in llaininoud's 
Election Cases (Ift3(i edition), iiuniely, in Huhindsahr District (East) 
192! (pjvge 219), Lahore (nt\ (M). 1921 (page 4(59), and Patna West 

(N. M. R.) 1927 (page "j3o ). It may he that in some circumstances 
.tlic provision in this rule may ojierate harshly, where a tribunal may 
feel that the result fif an election may well havi* bt.en affected by a 
.serious irregularity, but it may.be imiMis.sible for the petitioner to 
establish this positivel.v ; but we have to interpret and follow the rule 
as it stands. 

t 

So far as the general irregularity of voting which look place in the 
jiresent election is concerned, which \vt* have found in })aragraph («) 
above in answer to i.ssiie No. 3, we do not think it could have uffeefed 
more than a few votes, regarding the mutter as one merely of M)>eculu- 
tion in the circumstances. The irregularity it.self P) a large extent 
was due to the fact that owing to the operation of the party system su 
far a.H most voters were concerned .secret voting was merely a superfluous 
formality. But we cannot speeulafe on what might have happened 
had voting )>een done in a regular manner; if is for the petitioner 
p(>Hifivel.y to establish an effect duo fo irregularity. In our opinion 
as found above be has at most succeeded in doing so in three cases, and 
even that proot floe.s nr>t amount to more than establishing that two of 
these voters, Mr. Moslem Ali Molla, and Mr. Maflauddin Chowdhury, 
might not have voted for Sir B, P. Singh Boy if they had voted 
regularly, while Mr. Hasanuasaman might not have given a nfth 
preference for Mr. Hamidul Haq Chowdhury. This again would not 
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sufBce. But even if we were to hold that he had succeeded positively 
in establishing: in these oases that the voles would have gone otherwise, 
still this would be insufficient even to estahlish that the actual result 
of the election miff hi have been affected thereby and still less would 
it be sufficient to establish positively that the result of the election 
hud in fact been affected thereby. Sir B. 1’. Singh Roy had an 
enormous surplus of votes, namely, u fivefold surplus over the quota 
required, since he obtained lliO votes, whereas the quota required was 
only 25 votes. Unless the petitioner could fulfil the obviously hopeless 
task of proving that this su^lus of 12o vot«‘s would have wholly melted 
away but for the irregularity of voting lie must fail us regards this 
candidate. 

So fur as regards Mr. Haniidul Haq ( howdliury, he finally had a 
surplus of two votes, so that even if we accepted it as proved that 
Mr. Husauuzzamun’s preference in favour of Mr. Haniidul Hacj^ (Jhow- 
dhury would have gone otherwi.se had he voted regularly, this could 
not have affected his election. We may further point out that 
Mr. Haniidul Haq Uhowdhury hud 27 votes as against tiie 14 vote.! of 
the petitioner, so that the petitioner would have to establish that the 
irregularities would have deprived Mr. Haniidul Haq Chowdhury of Id 
of the papers fiiuilly counted for him, unless he could also show that 
some of these papers would also have gone to him, in whiL'h case the 
necessary number would be corres])()ndiugly reduced from thirteen. 
We may further jioint out that it would not be .suliicient for this purpose 
merely to prove that Id voters would not have given their fifth 
preference'! to Mr. liamidul Haq ('howdhury. The counting jiaper 
shows he obtained one second preference on the IdlJ papers containing 
first preferences for Sir B. 1’. Singh Boy, and 2(i fifth preferences on 
the iiajM'rs us finally allotted to him. The parcels of 25 papers forming 
the quotas of the other four elected nominees of tfie l.'oalilion l*arr.\ 
were in effect select<ul by chance in .'.u«‘cessive stages out of the total 
number of papers allotted to each successiveiv before transfer. We 
may presume, since we know tliat there was voting by agreement 
aeconliug to a fixed list, that most of tliese papers, pndtably all, contain 
liie name i>f Mr. tiamidiil Haq (.'bowilbury a.s fifth pretereiice. In fai'f 
unless this were the case it would Ite unlikely that Mr. liamidul Haq 
(’howdhury would succeed iii obtaining practically liis proportionate 
share (namely, one fifth of 127 papers; as fifth transferee of the total 
number of jiapers. If bis name appeareil as fifth elioice on 2tj jiapers 
only, it wruibl indeed l>e against the laws of chance that all 2ti woubl 
ha]q)en to «‘merg<* at the eiul in bis pile. The system of counting i> 
evidently based on tlie as.sumptioii that the laws of ('bance will oiterute 
with reasonable evenness so as not to tavuur aii\ individual unduly. It 
(hen the petitioner uishes to show that, sa\. Id ot ')h“ actual jiapers 
counted for Mr. liamidul Ilaq ('howdhury wouhl not in tact have come 
to him, he will actually have to .satlst,^ us that some (it) or (»■> voter.s 
Mould not have voted for him. 

So far as eoiicerns Balm Amulyadbone Bo\ , m Iio defeated the {>eti- 
tioner by oiie \ote, tile petitioner luis toUilly tailed 1o e.stablish liis case 
that owing to irregularities some sjiecified pcrM>u> were prevented from 
voting in liis tavour, .so tliat lie actually lo^t -ome votes tiiereby. There 
is uotliiiig in the evideiii'e to suggest even as a matter of s])eeulation 
that anyone wlu> voted lot Balm Auuil_Midiioiie Boy wouhl liave voteil 
otherwise it the voting bud been done regularly. It may l>e that if the 
('oalif.ioii l*urfy had not deeided upon a list of iioiiiitiees and that the 
imrty should vote aci'ordiug'ly, a feM' of the pet ii ioiier's friends in (hat 
party might have voted for him. But there Mas nothing irregular in 
that decision or in the fact (hat it intlueiieeil the voting, so that any 
(Kissihle loss of vott's due to that cause is outside our eou.sideratioii. 
The petitioner thus fails to estahlish positively lliat the irregularities 
proved in fact did materially afteet the result ot the eleetioii so far as 
reganls himself and Balm Amulyadbone Boy. 

So far as the other six returm*d candidates are concerned, the 
irregularities which we have found in ])atagraph oO iti answer to issue 
No. ff have tiot been shown in any way to have aft'eeted the results of 
their elections. 

The, other irregularities found in our answers m jiaragrapbs (/>) and 
(f) to issue No. d could not in our opinion lia^c luateriully affected 
the result of the election of any ciiiididatc, ami the petitioner has 
certainly failed to prove that they did so affect it. 

Our answer therefore to issue No. 5 so far as it relates to issue No. 2 
is in the negative. 
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ISSIM No. 10. —Tlie petition thus fails in all respects, and the 
petitioner is entitled to no relief. 

Before parting with the ease we tliiuk we should refer to one matter 
although it does not .strictly arise in view' of the findings at which W'e 
have arrived on the facts. Mr. Bhudhar Haidar api>eariug for Babu 
Amulyadhone Roy contended lhat if our findings were against his 
client we must set aside the election as a whole. We are merely called 
upon, however, to express our opinion on the matters mentioned in 
]iaragraph 7 of the Cormid Practices Order and possibly also to make 
a declaration under paragraph •». Altliough w'e may find that the 
result of «»nr so doing would in fact be useless to the petiti«)ner, and 
]»o8sibly be unfair Mr, Haidar’s cli(‘nl, no other j»ower is given to 
us by the rules. "We think that nnder j)aragraj)h 7 of the Order we 
are only entitled to express an (»pinion in respect of ea<*h particular 
returned candi«lute against wliom a jietition has In'en j»reseuted, and in 
proper cases the result will he tltat the election of that jiarticular 
returned camlidate w'ill be void. We do n<»t think we «'ould hold that 
the election «if a i)arti«‘ular candidate sljould be held U) l>e void although 
gnmnds for that conclusion cannot he found in flic h‘rms of j»aragraph 
7, merely because we know that tlie “renie<ly" ])ri>vided by the provi¬ 
sions as tu tlie filling of vacancies created by our findings will be 
entirely infrintuoiis so far as the jietitioner is concerned. 

The anomaly in this matter wliich Mr. Haidar sought to avoid for 
his client had our findings been against him, consists in the rules which 
tri'at as casual vacancit s, vacancies that niig:ht he causeil by our find¬ 
ings, and deal with them in the '.aim* wa\ us vacancies cau.sed by resig¬ 
nation or death. If we were to come to findings which would remler 
the election of Babu Atnulyadhoiic Koy \oid, the result wouhl be that 
under the terms of rules 04 and SI of the (.'unduct ol Kleclion Rules, 
as amended by notification No. 1244 A.R., dated the lOth November 
. 1940, the vacancy would have lo Im* tilled by elec tion ot .a eandidate ol 
the (xeueral Community, namely, the community to whieh Balm 
Amulyadhone Roy belongs. 'I'lu' result would he that some eumlidati* 
of that community would h(> clc*cted most pndiahly by the absolute 
majority of the ('oalitioii I’arty. and that neither llahii Amulyadhone 
Roy, nor the petitioner, between whom the rc*al is.stie may really have 
lain at the^ disjuited eh*etion. would have a chan(‘i> of being elected at 
the subsequent eb*ction, held to fill the vacancy. The result would 
have been even inure anuinaluu.- had the jmU it inner hap])c'ned to be a 
member of the Muslim Coninuinity. He would not, under tlie rules, 
though sU(rcM'c*ding in his petit ion, leave* «‘Vcn Is'cn able to he a catidielatc 
at tin* .suh.scepienl cle*e tion hchl fu till thi* vue ariey caused by his succe*ss. 
The jiresent rule* i- to the ♦■ffect ihat so lung as all the* nine* candidates 
arc nret unsciitcil. that is to >a_\ , if only e-ight ur Icsr. arc unseated, 
then the new eandielat«*s to till ilie* su-called casual vae*ancie*s e reate*ei 
nin.st he of the ee»niinunit ie.--ut ilc- caiielidate's luisealeel.

1 ransf«*rubb* vote* is se; interbickc<l lhat unle*ss anomaly is to he* avoid<*d 
it seems diflie-ull in fae-t to provide. ff»r inte>rferenee with r>ne election 
without the ele*etiun h**iiig upse*i as a whole. This in turn leads to 
seiiue anomaly in th:it entirely innue*e*nf pe*r.sons dul\ elee*ted would have 
lo be uiist«ite<el. Babu Amulyadlmne Ucey and tic* petitioner, for 
example, caiiiiol be put in tin* pet-itiori of conte'sting feir a seat except 
at an elee*tion wbere there are e-ight other se*ats la'ing filled, Itesides 
the nintli whie*h is the only that ejm come into the picture bo far 
a.s thi?y art* couci*rned; onlv thus can the*se twej he* enMl>lee] to repeat the 
coiite.st found to have been irre*gular. It is evident therefore that 
.some edniice of evils is needed, and it is not for us to attempt a solution. 
As it is we have gemc beyond our strie-t fune*tiooH in drawing attention 
to the anomaly in the rules ae4 th«»\ stand. 

We think we should also liraw sjiecial attention again to our criti- 
cism of rule fio of the (kinduct of Kieetion Rules, w'hich in our opinion 
is the root cau.se of the diffiemltieH and irregularities which have arisen 
in this case, and we r<*coium«m<l (‘xninination of the question whether 
there is any need to collee*! all the members of the Assembly before dis¬ 
tributing ballot palters to them. We venture to suggest that unless 
there is wime, special reasun iinktiown to us the rule Im* aineudud so 
. that the electi.'iri may proceed in the usual manner between certain 
fixed hours, members orriving to vote in their own time, anel leaving at 
once after Toting. To avoid any chance of duplication members might 
be asketd to sign on receipt of a ballot paper. 
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It came to our notice ♦•hat conn ting of votes pro(>ee(le<i till a late 
hour of the night. The system is conii)li(!ated and requires a clear 
head. We suggest that there is no reason why counting should have 
to be done immediately after the election or why it should not he 
adjourned till a later day, with the usual precautions for sealing boxes 
and custody during the interval. 

We have given careful consideration to tlie matter of costs. There 
was clear and glaring irregularity in the proceedings, and wo think 
the petitioner to some extent performed a useful public function in 
challenging these jtroceedings, though investigation shows that the diffi¬ 
culties in the way of a petitioner in tlicse cases so far as he relies 
merely on j)roof of irregularities, are very great. He has, however, 
also attempted to exaggerate his ca.se and has made serious charges of 
commission of corrupt practices on little or no loundatiou. So far as 
con<;ernH re.s}»ondents other than those who were mnninee.s of the Coali¬ 
tion Party, they were necessary parties in so far a-^ the jutitiouer 
claimed the seat l)y a recount, and though he novel nuide direct 
charge.s against them, it was necessary for liim to include them in ' jew 
of the ambiguity as to the law. We au'ard, thciefoie luilf costs io Sir 
If. P. Sing-h Roy and Sir Thomas Lamli. and w<* estimate sucli lialf 
costs at Us. l,2-‘>t) in each case; we similarly award half costs to Mr. 
lluuiidul Ilaq Cliowdhurv and estimate them at Us. also to Mr. 

.4hul (juusem, and estimate them at Us. lOtt. Khan Hahadnr Saiyed 
Muaz/.amuddin Uossain supported the jietilione*- to .some extent in his 
petition, and deposed for him. we think he should hear his own costs. 
The tvlliiT returned candidates were mainly coi'cerned only to answer 
a ymini of law, ond the < liief contest hn- tlicni uas made by Mi. Uireiidra 
Kishore Uay Chowdhurv; we award him Rs. ‘Jotl us costs, and the others 
Us. KHl each. We award no rsists to the remaining respondents.

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

1. (a) This Act may be called the State Provision Act 
for Maternity and Child Welfare Clinics, 1941. 

(6) It shall come in force on such dates as the Governor 
in Council may by notification in the Calcutta Gazette appoint. 

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subjeot or context,— 

(а) “district headquarters” means headquarters of 

each district in the province of Bengal; and 

(б) “child” means boy or girl under the age of 3 years. 

3. A maternity and child welfare clinic equipped with 
all modem appliances and fittings is to be established as an 
arljunct to the zenana hospitals where such hospitals are 
already in existence or as an independent institution by 
itself if there be no such hospitals for rendering all possible 
assistance and treatment of ante-natal and post-natal mater¬ 
nity oases at such nominal fees as shall be accessible to the 
poor. 


4. Attached to the matamity clinic there shall be a 
child welfare clinic. 

6. The officer in charge of the maternity clinic shall 
be a fully qualified lady doctor with special knowledge and 
experience in Gynaecology. 

6. The officer in charge of the child welfare clinic shall 
be a female medical practitioner or a trained lady health 
visitor who will be an'assistant' to the officer in charge 
of the maternity clinic. 

7. Part of the duties of the officers shall be the holding 
of weekly meetings for instructing the ladies of the locality 
in matters maternity and child welfare. 
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•TATrMBNT OF OBJEeTS AND REASONS. 

The need for a Bill of this naturo is obvious. Due to ignorance and want of expert advice 
infant mortality is on the increase. The prevalence of child or early marriages in ‘ Indian 
Booieties is another factor which contributes to a great extent to the heavy toll of infant lives. 
The disastrous consequences of early marriages may 1 e averted to a great extent by proper 
precaution and care. Babies of girl mothers also need careful attention. This Bill aims at 
providing both maternity and chM welfare clinics at all district headquarters for giving ante¬ 
natal as well as post-natal assistance to the poor and ignorant women of the district.

The Report of the Seleet Committee on the Bengal Secondaiy Education 

Bill, [mo] 1941. 

We the members of the Select Committee to which the Bengal Secondary 
Kducation Bill, 1940, was referred by a motion carried in the Assembly on 
the 28th August, 1940, have the honour to submit this our final report with 
the Bill emlx)dying amendments recommended by us annexed. Matter 
recommended to be omitted by us has been printed in italics and included 
in square brackets and new matter recommended by us to l)e inserted has 
been underlined. 

As the Committee could not meet before the 30th Novembej*. 1940, by 
which date we were enjoined by the said motion to present our report to 
the Assembly, the time for presentation of the same was extended till the 
15th January, 1941, on a motion specially moved and cai ried in this behalf 
in the Assembly on the 28th November, 1940. 

The Committee met for the first time at 11-30 a.in. on the 16th 
December, 1940. As deliberations on the Bill craild not lx> concluded before 
the 15th January, 1941, an ad interim report was presented to the Assembly 
on the commencement of its next session on the 3rd Febrinuy, 1941, and the 
time for submitting the final report vas further extended till the 15th April, 
1941. 

The Committee thereafter met from time to time till the 7th April, 
1941, when they concluded their deliberations on tlie Bill. 

The Bill was published in the Calcutta Gazttte before introduction on 
the 1st August, IWO, and we do not consider it to have been so altered by 
our recommendations as to require republication 

The reasons for the changes suggeste<l in the Bill, apart from those of 
a purely drafting or consequential nature, are as follows: 

Clause 1. 

Suh-claiLse (1 ).—The alteration in the date of the Bill has been 
necessitated by lapse of time since its introduction. 


Clause 3. 

Sub-clause. (1 ).—The insertion of the word ‘development" is intended 
to make the provision more comprehensive. 

Clause 4. 

The Committee had to take into consideration every detail of the 
proposed constitution of the Board to set it on a satisfactory representative 
basis. The original sub-clauses (6) and (7) have been omitted as in our 
opinion there is hardly any necessity for these officers coming into the Board 
as ex-oificio members, particularly in view of the amendments recommended 
by us in sub-clauses (7P) and {21) of this clause. The interest of the 
European and Anglo-Indian communities would be served by the modified 
sub-clause {19) under which it will now be possible for the Inspector of 
European Schools to be elected by the Provincial Board of Anglo-Indian 
and European Education. Physical education will probably now be 
represented according to the revised sub-clause {21) and the chances are 
that the Director of Physical Education will be the Government nominee 
for some time to come. 

In sub-clause (16) we have raised the number of Principals of 
madrassahs from one to two'so that both the Old Type and Reformed Scheme 
madrassahs may be adequately represented. 
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In sub-clause (17) we have added “or Anglo-Indians” in view of the 
fact that the education of Europeans and Anglo-Indians is carried out on a 
common basis and a representative educationist from either of the 
communities would serve the interest of both. 

Sub-clause {19) has been amended to give wider discretion to the Pro¬ 
vincial Board of Anglo-Indian and European Education in the matter of 
electing their nominees. 

Sub-clause {20 ).—The alteration here is primarily of a drafting 
nature. 

Sub-clause {21 ).—This has been amended by reduction of the number 
of nominated members from eleven to ten, reducing the number of Muslim 
and Hindu nominated members from four to three and from seven to five, 
respectively, thus making it possible to nominate one member from the 
Indian Christian and one from any other community not already 
represented. 

The proviso is intended to limit the scope of nomination under this 
sub-clause to persons connected with educational problems, as far as practi¬ 
cable. so that the services of the best available men, particularly in the 
field of technical education, can l)e utilised in the Board. 

Clause 7. 

We have considered it expedient to specify the period of appointment 
and e.xtension of the appointment of the IVesident instead of leaving it 
entirely in the hands of Government, and we have also made it cleai- that 
ihc salary and allowances of the President shall l}e paid from the Secondaiy 
Education Fund. 


New Clause 11 A. 

Temj)orary vacan('ie8 are bound to occur now and then in the oflBce of 
the President and in consonance with the scheme of the Bill, we have 
insei t(*d this new clause requiring the Government to make all necessary 
arrangements for meeting the situation. 

Clause 12. 

The slight addition in sub-clause {2) is consequential on the insertion 
of the new clause 11 A. The amendment in sul>clause (.7) is of a purely 
<1 rafting nature. 


Clause 16. 

Sub-clause (7).—The object of the amendment here is to utilise the 
services of the existing Inspecting Staff at present working under the 
Government of Bengal and to make possible their replacement by staff who 
would be appointed and paid by the Board and be ultimately under 
their direct control. Fifteen years have been considered an adequate period 
for effecting a complete transfer of the function of inspedion of secondary 
schools into the hands of the Board. 


Clause 18. 

Sub-clause {2 ).—By this new provision we have tried to give a power 
which was in our opinion indispensible as a preliminaiy step for carrying 
utu the purposes of the Bill. 

(wi) The original sub-clause has been expanded with a view to bring 
out more clearly the real purposes underlying the provision. 
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(iv) The amendment here is intended to avoid the necessity of previous 
sanction of Government being crfjtained in each individual case. The 
approval by the Provincial Government, of any action of the Board under 
this provision, is in our opinion sufficient safeguard against any possible 
abuse. We have also expanded the power of the Board to institute, hold 
and control examinations including the Matriculation Examination now 
conducted by the University of Calcutta or any equivalent thereof. In 
our opinion this power was necessary to enable the Board to have effective 
control over the entire field of secondary education. 

(vi) The amendment here is of a consequential nature. 

Clause 19. 

Sub-clause (2).—In (/I we have provided for the procedure for election 
contemplated by this sub-clause to be prescribed by the Board by regulations 
made under clause 18(5) of this Bill. 

(^) We have redrafted sub-clause {g) and have given elaborate directions 
as to the status and qualification of the two officers intended to come under 
this clause. 

(A). (^), and (;) have been consolidated and re-arranged in the new (A) 
with certain modifications which appeared to us to be advisable. In connet- 
tion with the representatives of the University of Dacca we did not consider 
residence in Calcutta a desirable limitation. This has, therefore, been 
dispensed with. We have further considered it expedient to select the 
Hindu and Muslim representatives of Dacca ITniversity in the manner 
provided in the amended clause which appeared to ns to be the most suitable 
from all points of view. The amendment in the provisions relating to the 
representatives from the University of Calcutta is of a purely drafting 
nature. Ultimately we have raised the numl)er of non-University represen¬ 
tatives from one to four to provide for a representation from the European 
and Anglo-Indian communities aiid a more adequate representation of the 
Muslim community. 

Sub-clause (5) has been inserted as a necessary provision indicating the 
mode of filling up vacancies caused by resignation, removal or death and the 
terras and conditions of such appointments. 


Clause 20. 

Sub-clause (2 ).—{aiS and {bi) have been inserted for indicating generally 
the procedure to be followed by the Executive Council for the purpose of 
formulating plans' and suggestions for the Board and also in carrying out 
the intentions of the Board in the matter of development of secondary 
education. These general provisions were, in the opinion of the Committee, 
essentially necessary for the purposes of the Bill. 

(t) We have considered it expedient to empower the Board to frame 
regulations to be followed by the Executive Commfttee in matters 
contemplated by this sub-clause. 

{iiia) Appointment of examiners and making of arrangements for 
examination by the Executive Council is a necessary corollary to clause 
18(j^) {it)) of the Bill and the insertion of this sub-clause is only of a wnse- 
quential nature. 

{iiib) Although the general powers of the Executive Committee covered 
this, we thought it desirable to have a clear provision in relation to the 
syllabus of studies to be, followed in secondary schools as has been done here. 

'S 

(m) Decision of disputes between teachers and Managing Committees 
forms an important item in the matters of control of secondary schools, and 
we have made it possible for the Council by this sub-clause to arbitrate or 
arrange for arbitration in such disputes. 
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{via) It was thought desirable definitely to specify that the Executive 
Council should determine syllabuses and courses of studies. 

{vii) The slight alteration in this clause is intended to limit the scope 
of this sub-clause to publications suitable for secondary schools only. 

Sub-clause {2)—new (c).—By this new sub-clause we have made it 
imperative for secondary schools desiring recognition by the Executive 
Council to secure approval and registration by the Council. 

Sub-clause {4) has been removed from this clause to clause 30, in a 
slightly altered form, as a more appropriate place for its insertion. 

Clause 21. 

Sub-clause (2).—(d) has been amended to enable principals of colleges 
for women to elect their own representative instead of leaving it to the Senate 
of the Calcutta University. 

The other alterations in (d) and (e) are intended to provide for the 
pr(X«dure for election under this sub-clause to l)e firescribed by regulations 
under clause 18(5). In redrafted (/) and (^) we have thought it desirable 
to provide for eletttion for four out of six women members of the Committee 
and cooption of two by the rest of the members. We expect that the cooptiou 
will be made according to the needs of the Committee for the time being 
in the best interests of girls’ education. We have reduced European 
representation by one and increased Muslim representation by that number 
for the purpose of more appropriate adjustment of communal proportion. 

Clause 22. 

The clause has been deleted as we did not (onsider a separate Committee 
like this necessary, although we have retained the provisions for a Scheduled 
Castes Committee in clause 23. 


('lause 2S. 

Sub-clause (2)(6).—We have amended this to make it clear that the 
memljers must themselves lielong tc» Stiheduled Castes. 

(c) W’e have considered it desirable to have all the Scheduled Castes 
memliers of the Board on this (^ommittee instead of limiting the number to 
three. 

(d) A revised clause has lieen sulistituted, as we preferred to leave the 
selection of the official representatives in this Committee to Government 
with this reservation that the Special Officer for Scheduled Castes Education, 
if there is any, must be one of them. 


.\ew Clause 2SA . 

Although we have not gone to the extent of providing a Committee 
for the European and Anglo-Indian communities we have tx)nsidered it 
expedient to give statutory recognition, by this new clause, of the right of 
the existing Provincial lloard of Anglo-Indian and European Education 
to advise the Board and Executive Council in matters relating to the 
secondary schools under their control. 

Clause 24. 

We have slightly amended this clause, requiring the Board to prescribe 
the procedure for election under sub-clause {i){b). 

Clause 25. 

In sub-clause (2) {g) we have reduced the number of persona to be 
elected from three to two. We did not consider any special representation 
of Scheduled Castes in this Committee necessary. (/) has been eliminated 
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as we have made it possible for the Committee to co-opt an Inspector of 
Schools, according to their needs, for the time being, by the insertion of the 
new sub-clause {g). The amendment in the proviso is consequential. In 
our opinion the constitution of the Committee as recommended by us would 
serve its purposes better than a Committee as originally provided for. 


Clause 26. 

Besides giving the Board the power to prescribe by regulations the 
procedure for elections under this clause, we have redrafted sub-clause (1) {g) 
with amendment providing for inclusion of a Head Mistress in this 
C.ommittee without disturbing the communal ratio. 

Sub-clause (5).—^We have expanded and redrafted this clause to make 
the powers and limitations of the Committee more definite. 

Sub-clause {3a). —^We have considered it advisable to give this addi¬ 
tional power of recommendation to the Committee as they are expected U) 
know suitable persons who deserve to be appointed examiners. 


Clause 28. 

The clause has been expanded to define the tenure of members of 
Committees and the method of filling up vacancies in sufficient detail to 
avoid any possible misinterpretation. 


Clause 29. 

In the new sub-clause (4) we have given the President power to asso¬ 
ciate experts whenever this is considered neces.sary for carrying out the 
functions of the Boards. In our opinion this is a very desirable provision, 
particularly when new ideas of development are sought for, or technical and 
administrative problems are to be solved. 

In sub-clause (5) we have inserted the rights and limitations of such 
associated members. Por obvious reasons it is undesirable to give them the 
right of voting at meetings. 


Clause 30. 

Sub-clause (2).—We did not find any necessity for limiting the time of 
meeting within the first fifteen days of July and have provided that it may 
be held at any time within the month as no administrative difficulty is 
expected by this slight extension of time. 

Sub-clauses (2), {2a) and {2b ).—We have, amended sub-clause {2) and 
inserted sub<;lause8 {2a) and {2b) in order to put the provisions for meetings 
on a reasonably satisfactory working basis. We have by our amendments 
deprecated frequent revisions. In raising the proportion of members 
necessary to revise a decision, our object was to make the |)rovision more 
stringent to avoid the possibility of revision which is not supported by a 
strong and decisive majority opinion of the Board. 

Sub-clause {3 ).—We have raised the number to form the quorum from 
nine to sixteen as we thought the former number inadequate for a Board 
of 48 members and, further, we were of the opinion that at least a third 
of the total number of members should always be available for the quorum. 

Clause 31. 

While reducing the period of notice for an emergency meeting, we 
have fixed the minimum period at two days, and we do not expect any 
insurmountable difficulty in the observation of this limit. 
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Clause 32. 

The amendments in this clause are of a drafting nature except that 
we have left the final adjustment of the budget estimate, in case of difference 
with the Board, in the hands of the Provincial Government. 


Clause 33. 

Suh-clause (aa). —We have inserted this new sub-clause as no satisfac¬ 
tory progress in education is possible without adequate funds for the 
purjwse of grants-in-aid and assistance to sctux^ls and the sum of twenty- 
five lakhs provided for in sub-clause (a) is liopelessly insufficient for the 
[)urpose. 

(&) The amendment here is of a formal nature. As a matter of course, 
the amount to be contributed must be left to the Provincial Government for 
determination. 


Clause 35. 

The amendments in this clause are of a purely formal and drafting 
nature. 


Clause 40. 


Stiff rlau.se (2).- Tht‘ object of inserting this new sub-clause was to 
let t he objector know where he was wrong. 

(Clause 42. 

Sub-elaifsr We did not find any reason to differentiate between 

Servants of the Cidwn an<l »)fficers or servants of the Board who are both 
'alaried ofTuers. in the nuUter of recovery of dues by deduction from their 
salaries, ainl we have pul them in the same category for the purpose of 
such recovery. 


Clause 46. 

We did not consider it nece.ssary that the notification under this clause 
need specify the reason for the order as any interested party can secure it 
without difficulty from Government. This portion of the provision has 
therefore been omitted. 

We have, however, considered it desirable that the I.^gislature should 
be apprised of the circumstances leading to the extraordinary orders 
contemplated by this clause and have accordingly made a provision to that 
effect. 


Clause 49. 

Words and action stand on the same footing for the purpose of 
indemnity under this clause. "We have therefore inserted the word “said” 
iKjfore “done” to protect legitimate deliberations or departmental 
observations. 


Clause 51. 

The amendments in this clause are consequential on the recommenda¬ 
tions in the provisions throughout the Bill. 
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Clause 52. 

The Committee were definitely of opinion that the Board should as 
soon as possible hold and control an examination which should serve as an 
admission test to the University. They considered herein that this power 
should not be exercised until after Slst December, 1945. It was, however, 
advised that any provision to regulate admission into the }>ost-secondary 
courses of the University might be beyond the scope of the present Bill. 
The Committee did not, therefore, consider it advisable to retain the 
provisions of clause 52 in the present Bill and recommend that legislation 
amending the Calcutta University Act making it obligatory on the part of 
the University after Deceniliei’ 31st, 1945, without any further test to 
admit students who have passed the Board’s Final Examination should be 
taken by Government without any delay. The Committee thought that the 
purpose of this Bill would not be fully served without simultaneous legisla¬ 
tion of the nature mentioned alx)ve. Such an amendment of the University 
Act should be restricted to the above purposes and need not be lengthy. 


Clause 58. 

The slight addition of words was necessary as a corollary to the previous 
amendments in the Bill.

Clause 26*.—There is no reservation for representution of Scheduled Castes in the 
Matriculation Committee, In my opinion, a provision should be made in sub-clause 
( I){d) for reserving one of the two Hindu seats for the representation of the Scheduled 
(’astes. 


Minute of dissent by Mr. M. Shamsuddin Ahmed, M.L.A. 

It is to be noted with regret that the Bengal Secondary Education Bill, 1940, has 
(■reate<l a great stir in the ediuiuti'd section of our Hindu fellow-countrymen. 1 very 
much desire that even now there is enough linu! that the representatives of both the 
communities should try to sit rouiul a table and come to a settlement regarding the 
Mill itself. As the Bill at ]»reseut stands, 1 think the composition of the Board is 
rather heavy ami the ollicial element should be eliminated to a very great extent, 
(•n principle I am for total aladition of the nomination system of members to the 
hoard. Mo one should be nominated to the Board by the Government. As the 
experiment is a nea one, t(» begin with, a small element of nominated members may 
be kept. I think the number of appointed members, as at present stands, should be 
iurther reduced. In sub-clause (27) in place of ten persons to be ai)pointed, I suggest 
sjx persons should be aitjminled—two Muhammadans, three Hindus, of whom one 
should l)e a member of the Schedule (’astes, and one Indian Christian. So far as the 
three women, to be appointed for the time being in place of three, 1 suggest two 
women to be a])p(»inted—one Hindu and one Muhammadan. The e.r-offino element is 
also rather big. I would rather suggest that two or three r^resentatives on behalf 
of the Primary School Board should be taken in by election. There should be curtail¬ 
ment bf (’.r-oj^rlo ebunent and the numbor of members on the Board should never exceed 
bcy(*nd 40. So far as se«-tion t-lJI) is concerned, I think a sum of 25 lakhs of rupee.s 
woiibl not help very much in the proper functioning of the Board. In place of 25 
lakhs the amount should be at least a crore of rupees. If it is found difficult at the 
present nioinent to provide a crore, a sum below 50 lakhs would be absolutely inade- 
ipiafe to meet the requirements of the Board.

Very large number of non-Bengalees capture salaricid posts both in Government offices 
and outside it every year. As a result of this the insoplo of the soil are getting unemployed 
more and more. If immediate stoi)8 are not taken, to solve this problem of unemployment of the 
Bengalees, the situation will grow very much serious in near futurti. Provisions of this Bill 
are only an attempt to secure more jobs for the people of B<*ngal and it is in line as shown by the 
Governments of the neighbouring ftovinoes.

In the actual working of the union boards iinu-h difticulties arc confrontwl with. Parti¬ 
cularly as the Act has been working for over 20 years, it is high time now that some sections 
should be cancelled or modified and some new beneficiary measiiies should be adopted. So 
for the beneht and according to the demand of the l ountrA and for some more rights for the 
people according to the demot^ratie principles, tlic maiiiiiation system be al.olished ; adult 
male franchise and vote by secret ballot by symbt)! systen s be intrwlucwl. The powers of 
the union boards be increased with resjject to the ajijiointiiu-nt. punishment and dismissal of 
the dafatlars and chaukidars who w'ould be h«*neeforth l■ulled u.s headmen of the village police 
and village policemen. Contribution by Provincial Gov<irnment would no longer remain 
optional but compulsory. Power to revise assessiiicnt shouhl le transferred to the Subdivi- 
sional Officer who is in direct eontac^t with the people from the l»istrict Magistrate and the 
power to cancel or modify order or t<> order retrial of the fle< isiun of tlie boani be extended to 
the senior munsif of the sulidivision also besides the District dmlge.

As serious oompiaints and objections are raised by the jute-grow'ers regarding the Jioenoe 
for lands on which jute is to be grown inasmuch as the liberty of the cultivators and raiyaia has 
been too much fettered by compelling them to grow jute on the same land against their interest 
and inasmuch as there were innumerable defects and omissions in the hasty records of jute 
lands and as instructions of the departmental officers are not generally followed by the members 
of the Union Jute Committee and for other reasons seemed beneficial for the jute-growers of 
the province, the provisions in the amendments are thought necessary. The Bill also seeks 
•to make some improvement in the provisions of the Act.

Whereas it in exjiedient ]M?ndiiiK tli** fnactmem of 
further legislation to reduce excessive rents payable by tenants 
and also t«> fix the minimum rates of rents payable by raiyats 
and VLtider-raiyats in the permanently settled and revenui* 
free estates in Bengal ;

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Notwithstanding the enactment in operation of the Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act 
(Bengal Act VII of 1936) the raiyats of Bengal arc groaning, a.s they groaneal lM*fore. und<*r the 
burden of the excessive rental, payable to the landlords. Instances of exc4‘s.<Me rate of rent 
are too many to mention. As an instance the exccssiveness of rent paid by the rniynte of the 
Alapabing Pargana in the Mymensingh district mat’ lx* mentioned. Th*- revenue paid by the 
landlords of th«* said pargana amounts to 71 thousand ru]H'es. whert'as rent n-ulised by them 
amounts to Rs. 15 lakhs. One caring to enijuire into the cause of legion of Bt'tigali rniynte 
taking shelter in the unhealthy jungle of Assam and that of numerrtus raiynti holdings made 
khas by the landlords will at once realise the mischief brought about by exetessive rate of rent 
prevalent in Bengal. There is in fact no efle<’tive enactment in the Statute Book of Bengal to 
gm^ adequate relief to the poor ralyate of "Bengal. With the object of giving relief to the 
raiyals of Bengal the mover of this Bill intends to introduce this Bill into thi.s Legislature.

THE BENGAL LANDHOLDERS* EMPLOYEES* BILL, 1941. 

Whebkas it is expedient to regulate the holidays, jMiy, 
hours of work, leave, provident fund and gratuity of the em¬ 
ployees of the Bengal Landholders; 

It is hereby enacted as follows:— 

1. (a) This Act may be called the Bengal Landholders’ 
Employees’ Act, 1941. 

(6) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(c) It shall come into force on such date as the Provincial 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
appoint. 

2 . In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context,— 

(i) “ Jjandholder ” means and includes zemindar, 
taluqdar, putnidar, lotdar, chawkdar, tenure- 
holder or a combination of them or any other 
person or body of jiersons whether incorporated or 
not owning estates whose rent-roll shows a 
collection of not less than ten thousand rupees 
annually ; 

(it) “ Employees ” means an employee of a landholder ; 
(til) “ Office ” means the office of a landholder ; 

(tv) “ Urban office ” means an office situated in an area 
having a Municipality, Civil and Criminal Courts 
and a Collcctorate ; 

(r) “ Rural office ” means an office situated in an area 
other than urban ; 

(vi) “ l)ay ” means a ])eriod of twenty-four hours begin¬ 
ning at midnight; 

(rii) “ Half-day ” means a jieriod of four consecutive 
hours betwiH*n the hours of half-])ast ten o'l-lock 
ante mcridivm and half-jmst two o'clock post 
meridiew ; 

{yiii) “ Presoriltetl " means prt^soribed by rules made 
under this Act; 

{tjr) “ Rules ” means rules made under this .Vet ; 

(j") “ Week ” means a jieriod of seven days begimting at 
midnight on Saturday; 

(xt) “ Pay ” means wage ; 

(xtt) “Approved” moans approved by the landholder 
in accordance with the rules made under this Act : 
(xiii) “ Clerk ” moans an employee tme of whose duties 
is writing; 

(xir) “Dependant” moans such dejH'ndaiit of an 
employee as described in sub-section (7) (D) of 
section 2 of Workmen’s Comiiensation Act, 1923 ; 
(xw) “ Total disablement ” means such disablement as 
described in sub-section (/) (L) of section 2 of 
Workmen’s Comfiensation .Vet. 1923 ; 

(xvi) “Employer ” means a landholder. 

3. (t) Every landholder's office shall be entirely closed on 
at least one and half days in each week and every employee 
shall be allowed as holidays at least, one and a half days in 
each week. 

(n) No deduction on account of any holiday allowed under 
sub-section (i) shall be made from t he i>ny of any employee. 

4. (») An employee not below the rank of a clerk shall be 
paid a wage not below the minimum of rupees thirty-five a 
month if employed in an urban office, and of rupees twenty- 
five a month if employed in a rural office. 
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The Bengal Landholders' Employees' Bill, 1941. 

(Clauses 5 — 11.) 

(it) An employee below the rank of a clerk shall be paid a 
wage not below the minimum of rupees fifteen a month, if 
employed in an urban office, and of rupees ten a month, if 
employed in a rural office. 

6 . (i) After one year’s approved service every employee 
shall be provided with a ytrovidont fund to which the land¬ 
holder and the employw shall equally contribute monthly 
at the rat.e of one anna in the rupee of the emjiloyee’s wage. 

(ii) All the money of t he provident fund shall be dej>osited 
with a Bank and shall be paid to the emjtloyee concerned 
within tiO days of his leaving the sl'rvice by resignation, 
retirement, discharge or dismis^.

(j) privilege leave admissible under ehmse (o) 
may be accumulated u]i to a maximum of

{ii) casual leave admissible under clause (/>) shall 
not be accnmttlated. 


7. (n) An employee of an urban office not below the rank 
of a clerk shall la- recjuiretl to work from half-ymst ten ante 
meridiem to half-past five /xwf meridiem <laily excepting 
holidays. 

(h) An employee below the rank of a clerk shall be required 
to work eight h<turs daily. 


8 . When an em])loye<! is recpiircHl to work overtime in or 
outside the landholder's urban oflice in excess of the maximum 
limit of hours »)f work specif i<‘d in section 7, the wages payable 
to such yierson in resj»ect of such overtime work shall be 
calcnlalcd Jit the rate of one and one-half times the ordinary 
rate of wages jtayable to him.

It has been a long-felt grievanc'e of the tenants of ('aleiitta that their rent is increased and 
thev are ejected at the sweet will of the landlord. Wlieiiever a tenant does not agree to pay 
the mcreased rent, he is servcKl with a notice to <)iiit. .Middle class business tenants, who have 
started some business and have e.stablished some good will there, are l>eing put to heavy loss 
by the arbitrary action of the landlord. It is nrge!it!\ necessary that the tenants of Calcutta 
sboidd Ije prole«-ted from the arbitrary action of the landlord. It is for this purpose that tluB 
Bill has been brought before the Hinise to regulate the increnwnt of rent- and ejectmeoi of 
tenants.

Si'ctiou 90 of the Indian Evidence Act allows certain presumptions to be made in 
respet^t of documents moi'e than dO years old and coming out of proper custody. Prior 
to the year 193b all the courts in British India allowed this presumption to be made 
in respect of the copies of such documents also w'hen the originals had been h>8t and 
destroyed. This practice received judicial recognition us early as 1880 {I'ide 5 Cal., 
p. 880). During the jieriod of 55 ^ears when this practice was in force in India there 
were no complaints ol its ever having been abused. It gave the necessary facilities to 
the holders of ancient title-deeds, who liad lost the originals and who could not 
]>ossil)ly procure evidence lor proving copies of documents, the parties ami witnessc' 
t«» which had died long before a dispute arose in respect of them. In 1935, however, 
tlie I’rivy Couneil in Basuut Singh I’.v Hrij Kaj Saran I93.‘i A. 1,. . Page 847, held 

that section 90 dealt with the original docunients only and had no uppli(*ation to 
cojdes. It e.vpressly overrviled the rulings in •') Cal. l)age 88(i and 41 All. 59^. Thi> 
ruling t>t the l‘rivy ('ouneil has ujjset a well establislu'd prac’tice, which was suppotiei!

Prior to 1901, Indian Cbi‘i<tiau laboutvd under a .■-eriou.s gricvanc'e, namely, that 
they- were compelled to «d»tain proliate <d* wills and letters (d administration with 
liability to i»ay death duties on the death of ev<Ty owner of property under the 
Indian Succession Act X of 1805, while Hindus and Muslim.^ were exempt from the 
provisions of the Act. They }iav«- sinc«- been partially relieved by beinu' placed prac¬ 
tically on the same footing as their non-('liristian cotiutrymen in cases of intestacy 
under the Indian (’liristian Estates .-Vdniinistration Act VII of IJlttl : but where the 
deceased has left a will, they are still bound to (ditain probate and pu,v prcdiate duty 
as required by section 2lo of the Indian Succession Act XXNIX of 1925 a section 
which does not apply to wills of Hindus. Biublhists. Sikhs or Jains excejit where sucji 
wills are of the class specified in clauses oi) and ih) of section 57 and to all wills of 
Muhammadans. 

The necessity of making wills has been imposed iipon Indian Christians by tin pro¬ 
visions of the Indian Sui'cession Act as to intestate smuession being made applicable 
to them, which are far in advance of their usage> and are derived from English law. 
It i.s felt as a serious hardshi]) that in such circttm.stances Indian (’hrioians should be 
compelled to obtain jirobate and should be made li.uble to jiay death duties while their 
non-Christian countiymen to whom will-. ar<* a luxury are exem]>t. I'rimi this 
injustice tliey should be relieved by jilaciiitr Indian Christians on the same footing as 
Hindus and Muhammadans in sections 21‘'> and 379 of the Act.

24 was appointee! as a permanent ex- 
officio reiiresentative of the Calcutta Corporation on the Honorary 
Committee of Management of this Garden with a view to obviate the 
necessity of notifying a fresh appointment every year. 

Dr. S. N. Boy Chowdhury, L.M.S., has been engaged on probation 
as a Medical (Itficer of this tlardeii on a monthly allowance of Rs. 25 
per month with efleit from 1st December 19.39. 'He visit.s the Garden 
twice w'etikly and also attends serious cases or accidents among the 
einplojees.

Notable Visitors* —The Garilen was closed to the public on the 
30th December 1939 from 7 to 9-30 a.m. on the occasion of the visit 
of their Highne.sses the Maharaja and Mniiaraiii of Nepal. At the 
conclusion of their visit. His Highues.s very generously made a dona¬ 
tion of Rs. 500 for distribution among the employees of the Garden. 

Two Elephants—Begum and Joymala—were .sent to Belvedere to 
carry a trumpeter and Eatber CUri.stmas for the children’s party given 
by Their Excellencies the Viceroy and the most ITon’ble the 
Marchioness of Linlithgow on the 2Hth De«*ember 1939. The Comp¬ 
troller of their Excellencies household wrote to express thanks and 
appreciation of their Excellencie.s. 

Her Excellency Lady Mary Herl>ert wdth her son visited the 
Garden on the 11th .Tanuary 1940, and showed great interest in a 
number of the exhibits. She also rode the camel. 

In December 1939, six cat-bears ((Common Pandas) were acquired 
and tw'o of them were sent to Belvedere for in.sjiection by their 
Excellencies the Viceroy and the most Hon’ble the Marchioness of 
Linlithgow together with a written resume of their food and habits. 

Important births* —There have been various important births 
amongst mammals and birds, the most important being one Hippopo¬ 
tamus (female) in September 1939, a female Camel in January 1940. 
and a male and two female Gayal.s. All are thriving and are a'great 
attraction. 
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Since the outbreak of war it has been impoysiblu to »ccure animala 
from oxitside India. Himalayan pheasants arrived in large numbers 
due to tlie difficulties attending their cuBiumary exijort, and the Garden 
was fortunate in being able to secure specimens of Blood, Hume’s 
Barred-backed, Blyth’s Tragopan, Koklas, Monal and Purple Ealij. 

This year again the Garden succeeded in rearing a number of birds 
of which the most interesting were; — 

Mute Swans; 

Black Sw’ans; 

Tambourine Pigeons; 

White Peafowl; 

(.yominon Peafowl; 

Suras Crane; and 
A number of Pheasants. 

The ftillowing laid but either did not hutch or were unsuccessful in 
rearing chicks: —

Cinu. Gold l^lieasant. 

Clu'cr Pheu.sant. Silver I’heasaut. 

This cold weather again saw advent of a huge flock of Lesser 
Whistling Teal. It is hoj>ed, in time that some will stay and breed. 
Actually one pair remained and bred but did not succeed in rearing 
tlieir brood. Night JIcrt>ns, ijesser Cormorants and Harters are 
rei>re.senU‘d in such nuuiititie.s as to beemne a nui.suiice to pedestrians 
and a danger to the trees. A steady iucrea.se in the Cattle Egrets 
whi<‘h visit the Gardens iias to be reported. They are a most attrac- 
ti\e .sight as th«'\ .'.weep in m roost in the sun-set. 

Losses.—Thi.s ,\eai as regards deaths the Garden has been most 
unlfU'iunate as it lost sevrual of very best exhibits. The greatest of 
the.se was tin- breeding pair of girafl’es followed by a pair of young 
•Viioas, two tfiaale ('himpau/.ee^. a Tiger and a Mississippi Alligator. 
'l'hi> Alligator liad lived in the Garden lieptile lIou.se for at least 25 
yt ars. 

Gordon. —'J'he good (-(uidiiion t»t the Ganleu was well maintained 
througbout the y«'ur and the lawns and walks presented a trim and 
mm; appcaraiice. 

Pltiwers this year were partietilarly good and the Garden succeeded 
again in winning a silver cu]», a medal and .several first and special 
ju'izes for entries at the Agri-Hortieultural Soeiety’s Exhibition. 

Iniprovomonts. —The newly made r«*-inforced concrete building for 
hyaenas, a photo of which appeared in last year’s report, was eovered 
with interlinked wire-m-tting of one ineh mesh. 

Hippopotamus Pit .—Due to an unfortunate accident when a young 
Indian girl fell into the enclosure and was killed by the male Hippo 
oil the 24th April I9.’t9 immediate steps were taken to prevent a recur¬ 
rence of the trageriy b 5 ' lowering the ground level on the inside of the 
enclosure and hy buttressing the w’alls. The path round the 
circumference of the pit was partly shut off and a fence of interlinked 
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wire-netting—three feet high was erected on the surrounding walls. 
A further fencing of expanded metal of 1^" mesh was placed 6' above 
and 5' below the platform, round the southern portion of the two pits 
and fixed in concrete. 

A New Two Storied litiihling for Menial Staff. —^The Committee of 
Management discussed the question of providing additional quarters 
for the menial stafi of tliis Garden numbering more than one hundred 
and sanctioned erection of a two-storied building containing ten rooms 
on each floor with verandah and kitchen arrangements in Begunbari. 
Estimates and plans were called for from Messrs. Martin & Co., 
Mackintosh Burn, Ltd., and several other building contractors. 

This building has since been erected and is of the following 
dimensions: — 

130'-0" XIG'—10" with a i)latform 4' wide l'-3" high on the 
ground flt>or and a projected open balcony 4' wide on the first floor 
level. 

Rooms measure 10'x 10'x J(t', kitchens 5'x5'xl0' and verandahs 
5'x5'xl0'. Suitable ventilati rs have lM*en provided for both rooms 
and kitchens. 

Repairs to Old Quarters of the Mejiial Staff.- -Extensive repairs 
have been effected to both the two-storied and single-storied blocks. 
It is further under consideration to provide “pucca” kitchen blocks 
opposite tliese (juarters. 

lioundary ll’a//.—The exterior face of both the Garden and Begun¬ 
bari boundary walls were t-olour-washed. 

Pheasant House. —The outer enclosures of cages Nos. 22 to 27 were 
so infe.sted with rats tliat it was essential to thoroughly reconstruct the 
floor and sides. This was done with concrete spread on wire-netting 
and the whole laid on a brick foundation. The result, so far, has been 
completely successful. 

Drain from Indian Antelope Paddorl: to the ,V. A’. Moat. —In t»rder 
to drain off stagnant rain-water from the new c^xtension. a small 
section of underground and a much larger section of surface drain was 
constructed. This runs from the Indian Antelope Paddock to the moat 
enclosing the new extension. These steps have been effective in 
securing the necessary drainage in the heaviest of downpours. 

Refreshment Pavilion. —The entire building including the roof-top 
was colour-washed and the whole interior portion including wooden 
works were painted. 

Lesser improvements w'ere Hii(*h items as the construction of concrete 
food troughs for animals, additional shelters for deer, repair or 
replacement of fences, repair in all cases to cages was carried out in 
concrete or such material which would prove more lasting than that 
formerly used. 

Financial Position* —Below is given a tabular statement showing 
the number of visitors and g'ate receipts for the last four years. It 
will be seen that receipts have showm a marked increase since 1936-37. 
The peak year, 1938-39, was due to the Chooramoni Yoga Festival, an 
event taking place only four times in a century. Without the aid of 
this festival the receipts have this year come within Rs. 774 of the 
record and had it not been for a bad monsoon the same would have 
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enlipse<l iliiH fijyure. It miifhi l>e iiientj'fmcd «t this point that oiio or 
two i)ul)lir shultors for the visit»»rs during: tlie ruins are very neoessary 
and it is hoped that this ajipeal will reach both the eye and heart of 
some of the nnmerotis charitable-minded friends of this Garden.

Ordinary eases were dealt with in the dispensary maintained in 
the Oardeus and in more severe cas<*s, the Principal, Bengal Veterinary 
College, was asked for his assistance. 

Amongst the cuiunioner forms of di.<a‘a.se the following may l*e 
mentioned : — 

/nfrctious il menses .—Stray cases ot Tuberculo.sis were tound 
amongst the antelo]>e8 and deer. This diagnosis w’as confirmed by the 
Raymond Rest'arch liahoratory. This disease was found to bo less 
common amongst the primates and still less in the carnivora. 
Pulmonary le-sions were found to be very prevalent in antelopes and 
deer. A tiger was found to have died of iute.stinal lesions. Other 
common ailments were Streptothricosis, Mycosis and Avian 
Pasturella. 
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Posi>mortem examinations were held on all important animals and 
doubtful cases were sent to the Principal, Benual Veterina^ Colley, 
for his examination, to whom thanks are due for his practical advice 
and susfgestions whenever approached.

I. Chafacter of the semtNi. —^Durinjf flic 
mouth uiulcr review, the rainfall was 1h*1o\\ 
the uonnal throufyliout the proviiu-e. The 
usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Vrojjress of agricultural operalio7i,i.- 
Preparation of lands for jute and othet 
autiunn «-rops continues, hut more rain was 
needed fur the operation. Sowiiijf of jute in 
low lands c<uiuuenced. llarvestiuK *>f spriiij> 
crops a»lvaneed. 

III. Slate Ilf gtmiiling einfis. —'I’lie -tale 
of standing crops was reported to he generally 
unsatisfactory owing to drought. 

IV. Proxpertx ami probahle out! 'rii .--The 
prospects of standing crops were reported to 
he generally poor except in some districts. 
The outturn of wheat was estimated to he (id 
per cent. 


V. Damage to irtanding crops. —Continu¬ 
ous drought caused damage to the growth of 
the stantling crops in many parts of the 
province. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. —The 
condition of livestock was, on the whole, fair. 
Stray cases were, however, reported from 16 
districts of the province as also from the 
Coot'h llehar and Tripura States, 

VII. Failure of ^isturage and fodder .— 
Insufficiency »»f fodder was reported from 
parts of the l?4-Pargatias, Ilirhhum and 
Hajshahi districts. 

VIII. Prices: of food grains. —During the 
second fortnight of the mouth, the retail 
juices of common rice of ihc cheapest (juality 
rose in Id districts, fell in 2 and remained 
stationary in the rest of the province. The 
jirices ranged from GJ 8i*ers per rupee in 
Darjeeling to 10 seers per rupee in ('hittagoug 
Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. 
—The condition of agricultural population 
was. on the whole, fair excejd in the di.stre.s.sed 
areas of the Murshidahad and Hirhhuin 
districts where relief measures were in opera¬ 
tion.
